TREP0FF HOPES FOR QUIET. 


BUT ADMITS THE POSSIBILITY 
OF BLOODSHED. 


FLOOD OF PROCLAMATIONS. 


St. Petersburg. May 18.—To-morrow, 
the Russian May day. fa awaited with 
nervousness both by the public and 
the authorities. Tho revolutionary* agi¬ 
tators would like to make It another 
’’red Sunday" in every city of the Em¬ 
pire. and everywhere are urging work¬ 
men to celebrate the fete with antl- 
Govemment demonstrations, and to re¬ 
sist with arms if the police and troops 
Interfere. 

The agitators are covertly aided by 
Borne radicals who have not the cour 
age to come out Into the open, and who 
ary trying to pave the way to set up 
the cry of shooting down of innocents 
in the event of bloodshed by warning 
the authorities that the meetings are 
intended to be pacific; but a perusal 
of the countless proclamations with 
which St. Petersburg, for instance, is 
flooded, proves conclusively that It Is 

really Intended to precipitate collisions

Many workmen are said to be armed 
with bombs and revolvers, and a large 
stock of pistols of an automatic re¬ 
peating type, smuggled In for the revo¬ 
lutionists, are being offered for sale 
to the Initiated at cost price. 

Fortunately saner liberals, and even 
those of radical views, realizing the 
futility of bloodshed, are counseling 
tho workmen not Vo Jeopardize their 
lives uselessly.

Tornadoes and heavy rains are still 
causing death and destruction In Texas 
and Oklahoma. § Mt. Pleasant. Tex., 
was visited by a tornado yesterday In 
w’hlch a woman was killed and several 
others fatally Injured. 

The President yesterday dented the 
application for pardon for J. M. Me- 
Knight. The recommendation of the 
Attorney General was that clemency be 
refused the convicted banker, and the 
President Indorsed It. 


It ik almost too much to hope the day 
will pass In Russia without collisions 
or bloodshed. 

Gov. Gen. Trepoff and Director of Po¬ 
lice Kovalensky. while expressing the 
hope that nil will be quiet to-morrow 
as far as St. Petersburg is concern, ad¬ 
mit the possibility of disorders. At 
the same time they insisted to the As¬ 
sociated Press that If blood Is spilled 
the responsibility must rest on those 
who deliberately provoke It. 

Elaborate precautions have been 
taken. The garrison of the city waa 
further re-enfor<fed during the week, 
and a large detachment of Don Cos¬ 
sacks arrived to-night. They Btared 
open-eyed at their first view of the 8t. 
Isaac's Cathedral and other sights of 
the big city as they rode to their quar¬ 
ters.

Thousands of Cossacks. 


Twenty-five thousand Cossacks are 
stationed to-night in various quarters 
of the city, principally In the outskirts 
and all of the guard regiments are un¬ 
der arms; but specific written orders 
issued by Prince Vasslllchlkoff, Grand 
Duke Vladimir’s aide, who will be In 
active command, are that the order to 
fire must, under no circumstances, be 
given until the troops are actually at¬ 
tacked. Special orders have also been 
given to the Cossacks, w r ho. with the 
gendarmerie, will be used to dlsperce 
the Crowds, to not even draw their 
sabers unless In the event of a Cos¬ 
sack being killed or wounded, but to 
employ their whips freely. If necessary, 
to scatter demonstrators. 

Peaceful crowds. If not organized for 
demonstrating, will be permitted to as¬ 
semble. To-day there was no sign of 
approaching trouble. The workmen 
paid their accustomed Saturday visits 
to the bath houses and went shopping 
In the town and otherwise enjoyed the 
half-holiday. There was no indication 
of the tension apparent on the eve of 
the trouble of January22. AtGoulvanyc 
Park, beyond the Putlloff industrial 
quarter, there was the traditional 
promenade of girls of the poorer classes 
before the prospective benedicts, and 
the merrymaking was ns noisy and 
hearty as ever.

FEELING OF HOSTILITY 


Against Great Britain Aroused By 
the Neutrality Question. 

St. Petersburg, May 13.—The danger 
of serious complications over th? ques¬ 
tion of French neutrality is regarded 
a<t over for the present. Through lut 
there has been a disposition to make 
allowance for the vexation and irrita¬ 
tion manifested by jApan In the desire 
to safeguard her interests at a moment 
when tlie future of the war Is staked 
upon the issue of ihe coming naval bat¬ 
tle. Nevertheless, her wllllrignese to 
assume a menacing attitude toward 
France upon the sitrength of the Brit¬ 
ish alliance Is regarded as being an 
eye-opener for the Powers. Despite the 
provocative tone of the British press, 
however, the British Government used 
its Influence at Toklo In a pacific di¬ 
rection. However, the harsh things 
said of the French and Russia in the 
British papers have, go far as the Rus¬ 
sian people is concerned, served to still 
further influme the feeling of hostility 
against Great Britain which hts al¬ 
ready been regarded as Russia's arch 
enemy. Premier Balfour's speech In 
the House of Commons May 11 came at 
a particularly inopportune time and the 
oommervLe of some of the American pa¬ 
pers, which have ’been cabled here, 
have also aroused eome resentment.

Japan wdshed to dictate to France In 
order to seal the union with Great Brit¬ 
ain and then have In her pocket the 
apple of discord of Paris for use. in a 
later attack on Indo-Chino. Now If. in¬ 
stead of bombardments and einbargors, 
Japan has been ready to accept fn.m 
France tho statements contained In tho 
yellow book It Is reasonable to Infer that 
Great Britain has given Japan to under¬ 
stand that she does not care to rush Into 
a war with France. After all, the inci¬ 
dent was only a tempest In a tenpot. 

FRANCE HAS SUSPICIONS 


That Japan Cherishes Evil Designs 
Against Indo-Chino. 

Paris, May 13.—The popular outburst 
at Toklo against France leads to set¬ 
tled convictions here that Japan has 
territorial ambitions In Indo-Chlna. 
which the French must sooner or later 
defend. Although the Japanese officials 
disclaim any such Intentions, this be¬ 
lief has taken firm hold of the French 
public and press, which unites in call¬ 
ing on the Government to adopt ener¬ 
getic measures, strengthening the de¬ 
fenses of Indo-China and preparing for 
the contest which It is asserted will be 
Inevitable when Japan’s hands are 
freed from the Russian war. The Gov 
emment authorities, while not consid¬ 
ering that trouble is imminent, share 
the public belief that it is essential to 
make speedy preparation for the de¬ 
fense of Indo-Chlna, and accordingly 
large special credits are being asked 
for, the Ministries of Marine and War 
are considering large augmentations of 
the forces in Indo-Chlna, and Admiral 
Fournier Is planning a chain of coast 
defenses similar to those with which he 
has encircled France. The Admiral and 
representatives of the army and of the 
colonies will probably proceed to Indo- 
Chlna shortly to personally lnspect the 
requirements. 

WILD RUMOR IN PARIS 


Of An Attempt To Assassinate the 
Russian Emperor. 

Paris, May 13.—There wa/ a rumor 
on the Bourse to-day of an attempt on 
the life of the Russian Emperor, and 
apparently It was the outgrow'th of a 
dispatch to the Petit Journal from 8t. 
Petersburg saying: 

"Society is agitated over a mysterious 
drama which has occurred at Tsarskoe 
Solo. It is alleged that a nurse 
was about to put the Infant heir to the 
Russian throne into & bath of boiling 
water when the Empress Intervened In 
time to save the child." 

The dispatch adds that all the do¬ 
mestic servants of the household have 
meen dismissed.

Is At Hand In the Strike 
ol the Teamsters. 


MAY BE ENDED ON MONDAY 


OR MAY SPREAD TO MUCH 
LARGER DIMENSIONS. 


BIG DEMONSTRATION TO’DAY 


At Funeral of George Pierce, Whos« 
Body Will Be Brought To 
Louisville. 


MAYOR DUNNE DISHEARTENED. 


Chicago, May 18.—The crisis of the 
teamsters’ strike, which has existed In 
this city for the last month, came to¬ 
night, and on Monday the strike will 
be practically a thing of the past or it 
will have spread to enormous propor¬ 
tions, Involving all the unton teamsters 
in the clt$*—35,000 men. 

The attitude of the members of the 
Team Owmers’ Association last night 
in demanding that the union agree to 
permit the delivery of goods to boy¬ 
cotted houses by union teamsters 
brought the situation to the turning 
point. 

The members of the teamsters’ Joint 
council, the governing body of the 
teamsters in Chicago, met to-night at 
the union headuarters to consider the 
ultimatum that has been thrust upon 

them by the team owners. 

• • • 

President Shea Defiant 

President Shea, of the teamsters’, was 
defiant throughout the day and went 
into the meeting with the declaration 
that the teamsters of the city would 
strike to a man rather than agree to 
permit the delivery of goods to houses 
where strikes have been called. There 
was. however, a strong element In the 
union opposd to a general strike and 
many of the officials of the local unions 
went Into the meeting with the avowed 
Intention of preventing such a situa¬ 
tion if It was possible. The meeting 
was In session until a late hour. 

The employers, realizing this after¬ 
noon that the strike was either won or 
Just about to commence In earnest, 
drafted and mailed to 10,000 business 
houses In the city a statement of the 
strike as viewed from their standpoint 
The document went over the causes of 
the strike and called upon all business 
men to uphold the right to send wagons 
through the streets without molesta¬ 
tion, and to Join with the Employers’ 
Association in refusing to yield "to 
the dictation of labor unions in the 
control of our business."

Business Resuming. 


Withdrawn From, the Chamber of 
Commerce At Toklo. 

Toklo. May 13.—A committee of the 
Constitutional party called on Premier 
Katsura to-day and discussed the 
French neutrality Incident. The Pre¬ 
mier assured the committee that the 
Government was exerting its best ef- j 
forts In behalf of the country, and ex¬ 
plained the various steps taken. 

The committee, reporting to the or¬ 
ganization later, expressed a satisfac¬ 
tion with the actions and attitude of 
the Government. As a result of the 
recent developments the resolution in¬ 
troduced in the Chamber of Commerce 
providing for the boycott of French 
commerce has been withdrawn.

Went Down Off Port Arthur. 

London. May 13.—A dispatch to 
Lloyd's from New Chwong says twen- 
ey-elght of the passengers and crew of 
the British steamer Sobralenz. which 
sank immediately after striking off 
Port Arthur yesterday, were drowned. 
Boats from Port Arthur saved sixty 
of those who were on board the 
steamer.

Business was resumed to-day on 
a larger scale than on any 
previous day since the strike w f as 
Inaugurated. Wagons moved along the 
streets with smaller police protection 
than heretofore. At all the larger re¬ 
tail stores, howev'er, ns well as upon 
wagons through the city, armed deputy 
sheriffs w^re much In evidence. 

The death of Harry Grady at Provi¬ 
dent Hospital to-day added another fa¬ 
tality to the list attributed to the team¬ 
sters’ strike. Grady and his brother. 
William, were called to the rear of 
their home In the night and wdthout ap¬ 
parent provocation shot down. The 
bullet entered Harry Grady’s head, but 
his brother escaped with less serious 
Injuries and Is recovering. 

Stones were thrown at nonunion driv¬ 
ers who delivered coal to the Carter H. 
Harrison school. Twenty-third-street 
Place and Wentworth avenue, to-day. 
Six policemen escorted the wagons 
from the Peabody Coal Company’s 
yards. Missiles began to fly as soon 
as the wagons approached the school 
building. Crowds of the school chil¬ 
dren stood on the corners, asserting 
that they would not go to school Mon¬ 
day. Notwithstanding the stone- 
throwing, the coal w'ns delivered. No 
arrests were made. 

Martin Lacy, a nonunion colored 
teamster, is a new victim of strike vio¬ 
lence. While driving a wagon on 
Wentworth avenue he was dragged 
from the vehicle by six men and beat¬ 
en Into Insensibility. Lacy was taken 
to the Provident Hospital, where It 
was found that be had severe wounds 
on the head.

Kharkoff, Russia, May 13.—The 
workmen here have proclaimed a gen¬ 
eral strike for to-morrow, and the Uovj 
eruor is taking special precautions to 
prevent disorders.

The union 
will hold a meeting to-morrow and 
vote on a strike proposition. Meantime 
they hope to receive an answer from 
the companies that their proposed 
wage scale will be made effective.

A Bit of a Riot. 




A shot flred in Dearborn street, 
near the Fair building this aft¬ 
ernoon caused a panic among 
1.000 persons and led to an attack upon 
a Well*-Fnrgo express wagon.

No ar¬ 
rests were made.

partment some d<otAlte of the case. Tin* 
cablegram was referred to the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce and Labor with a 
request for a stntemeni of Inspector 
Braun‘a official status. Some IrrltmtlOn 
has been caused by the suggestion of 
the State Department. It Is pointed out 
that the State Department officials 
know Inspector Braun not only as ah 
American citizen entitled to all the pro¬ 
tection any other cJtlxen of this country 
ought to be given In a foreign country’, 
but as an American official who Is en¬ 
gaged In making certain Investigations 
under orders of a department of this 
Government.

Their Struggle For a Living 
Viewed By a Native of 
Ialand Kingdom.

The condition of the workingmen In 
Japan Is a most miserable one, writes 
Kilchl Kaneko In the Arena. They are 
yet In a state which may be described 
us wage slavery. In 1899 we had 280.- 
922 workers employed in the vartous 
factorie* In Japan. Of these. 184,111 
were female workers. They are work¬ 
ing generally twelve hours a dny, and 
sometimes fifteen hours. Ordinary 
workmen receive from 13 to 20 sen 
(Cents) a day; skilled laborers from 30 
to 40 sen; girls earn from 10 to ») sen. 
and children only a few sen per day. 
Even skilled mechanics receive but 50 
sen per day; seldom do they get as 
high as 60 to W) sen. Street car drivers 
and conductors receive 10 or 12 yen 
(dollars) per month, while American 
conductors nnd motormen receive $50 
to $60 a month. Your policemen re¬ 
ceive $100 a month, while Japanese po¬ 
licemen get only 12 yen per month. 
& r hlle our carpenters earn 75 sen per 
day, your carpenters receive $3 or $4 
per day. Here you see the great dif¬ 


ference between the American and Jap¬ 
anese scale of w;iges. This means mis¬ 
ery for the laborer. To be a work¬ 
man in Japan Is to be a life slave. 
There is no chance to gel ahead, no 
chance to enjoy life. I leurned from - 
one of the Toklo printers that there 
are thousands of printers In Toklo ; 
alone and that they are not more than I 
twenty of oil these who are receiving! 
enough to s upport families. _ 

FAMOUS EUROPEAN CROWNS. 


England’s the Highest, Denmark’s 
the Most Beautiful, Lombardy 
the Oldest. 


A curious composite crown Is the 
crown of Hungary. In possession of the 
Emperor of Austria, says the St. Louis 
Republic. It consists of a circle of gold, 
richly Jeweled with pearls and other 
costly gems, to which has been at¬ 
tached an old Byxntitlne crown bearing 
an enormous sapphire In a setting of 
green stones. Half a century ago this 
crow n came Into the possession of Kos* 
suth. and In spite of the most diligent 
search nothing was seen of it for live 
years. At the end of that time It wus 


discovered by a peasant In a hollow 
tree und restored to the Emperor. 

The oldest and most sacred of nil the 
crowns of Europe Is the famous Iron 
crown of Lombardy, which Is now 
treasured In an Italian cathedral. It Is 
fashioned around a circle of iron made 
from one of the nails with which Christ 
was pierced at the Crucifixion, and 
from Its sue red character Is held In the 
highest veneration. Although through 
all these centuries the Iron band has 
never been touched. It Is said that it 
has never shown a murk of rust. 

One of the simplest but most beuutl- 
ful crowns Is that of Denmark. 

It consists of a gold circlet wreathed 
in leaves of the most delicate und ex¬ 
quisite art. Each leaf Is traced In 
precious stones and beam one gem of 
almost priceless value. The German 
crown, which is appropriately mill ant 
In design, contains eight shields bear¬ 
ing alternate black eagles and jeweled 
crosses, while poised on four arches 
blazing with diamonds Is a globe 
crowned with a cross of gold. 

The lightest of European crowns Is 
the State crown of Great Britain, which 
was made for Queen Victoria slxty-Mlx 
years ago. Although It weighs only two 
pounds seven ounces, its value Is $1.- 
600,000. One enormous sapphire came 
from the signet of Edw*ard the Con¬ 
fessor. 

One .of the ru\»lcs has a sadly tragic 
history* It was at one time in the pos- 




, session of one of the great Kings of 
' Granada, whom Pedro the Cruel invit¬ 
ed to his palace and basely murdered 
through greed of this gem. In the 
Pope’s treaauie-house are two crowns 
which are valued at $2,500,000. One of 
them was the gift of Napoleon to Pius 
VII. and contains the largest emerald 
In the world. The other, the gift of 
Queen Isabella of Spain to PIub IX.. 
weighs three pounds and Is worth $1.- 
000,000. 


WHAT IS BEING DONE 

ON THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Work Largely Preparatory, But Even 
This Is On a Largo Scale. 


The work done on the Isthmus during 
the pust nine months la more signifi¬ 
cant In the fact that It is largely pre¬ 
paratory to the work that is to come, 
writes (Tilef Engineer John K. Wallace 
In Harper's Weekly. 

Engineering parties are covering the 
entire isthmus, making surveys and 
checking the French duta—mappmg 
ami surveying bhe streams and finding 
out the discharge of the vartous water 


oourt>e**. In the Chugrcs river particu¬ 
larly; taking borings to determine the 
character of fotmdalions available for 
dam*, and determining the geological 
formation of the isthmus along the 
canal line. This work 1* being done to 
verify the data which was found in the 
French archive* and to secure addi¬ 
tional Information. 

In the engineering and construction 
department during the month of March 
there were 5.000 men employed. In this 
force are 700 American*—civil engi¬ 
neers. clerks, lb re men and mechanh a— 
men of the higher grades and directing 
operations, Including steam shoVelmen 
and trainmen. There are 1,100 native 
artisans—machinists, carpenter*, brick¬ 
layer* and other skilled art’aan*—com¬ 
posed of Jamaica negroes. Spanish. 
Central American peons, all classes of 
labor other than Americans. 

In addition to this. In the sanitary 
department—draining swamps, clearing 
Jungle and w*ork of that character, and 
serving os officials of the zone govern¬ 
ment, police force, etc —<thf-re are prac¬ 
tically 2.500 men. Thl* force of 7.600 
men. under the auspice* of the Isthura-i 
Canal Commission. Is Increasing dally. 
For Instance, in the Culebrn excavation 
a new steam shovel is Installed about 
every two weeks. This mean* more 
cars, more engine*, more cress. 

The force engaged in th** canal re-1 
quires extensive housing In the archt- 
u ; s dvpartni.nt there ar * >4 m»*n 


engaged In planning, rebuilding and re¬ 
pairing houses. That work Is being 
pushed as fust a* the men oun be em¬ 
ployed to do it. and ruf fast as the ma¬ 
terials can be obtained from the United 
Stat^v.—where most of the material of 
all sorts comes from.

JfflSTORY OF ONE OF WORLD’S 
GREATEST COMMODITIES. 


V/AS AN ANCIENT MEDICINE. 


Few other commodities possess a 
larger bibliography than sugar, says the 
London Globe. Nevertheless, the early 
history of sugar Is wrapped In obscur¬ 
ity. Formerly chemists called every¬ 
thing a “sugar*' which had a sweet 
taste, but the term in Its scientific 
•ense soon come to be restricted to the 
gweet principles In vegetables and ani¬ 
mal juices. Only one of these, cune 
sugar, was known os a pure substance 
until 1619. when an Italian chemist Iso¬ 
lated the sugar of milk and proved its 
Individuality. The original habitat of 
sugar cane Is not known, but It seems 
to have been first cultivated In China 
and to have extended thence to India 
and Arabia at a comparatively late 
date. Sugar Is not mentioned by e 
Grecian or Homan writers until the 
time of Nero, and sugar candy was the 
first and only species known to the 
Ihiropean ancients. It was the orig¬ 
inal manufacture of the Fast, partic¬ 
ularly China, and found Its way Into 
Europe, as raw sugars did In after 
ages, by way of India, Arabia and the 
Bed Seu. Sugar, when first Introduced 
Into every oountry, was used only 
medicinally. Almost all physicians, be¬ 
ginning with the Arab leeches, em¬ 
ployed It originally to render unpleas¬ 
ant and nauseating medicines grateful 
to the sick, and recommended it In 
complaints of the chest and lungs. 

That which preserveth apples and plums 
Will also preserve liver and lungs. 

Is an old adage. But the use of sugar 
In syrups and preserves came later, 
while barely three centuries have 
elapsed since It became an Ingredient 
in the popular diet of Europe.

The Venetians were the fathers of 
the Europejtn sugar trade. Anterior to 
the year 1148 they both imported con¬ 
siderable quantities of sugar from In¬ 
dia and planted the cane In the Island 
of Sicily. With the produce of this 
Island and the Indian Imports the 
Venetians carried on a great trade and 
supplied all the markets of Europe 
with this commodity. However, the 
. exact date when sugar wo* first In¬ 
troduced Into England Is that of 100,000 
’ pounds of sugar being shipped to Lon¬ 
don In 1319 by one Loredanao, a mer¬ 
chant of Venice, to be exchanged for 
wool. In the same year there appears 
in the accounts of the chamberlain of 
Scotland a payment at the rate of Is. 
9Vi. a pound for sugar. Writing In 1380. 
Chaucer mentionn the sweetness of 
sugar allegorically. 

The art of refining sugar and making 
what Is called loaf sugar was invented 
by a Venetian citizen toward the end of 
the Fifteenth century. This same art 
was first practiced In England in 1544. 
the adventurers being Thomas Gardi¬ 
ner and Sir William Chester, assisted 
by three Venetians. They were pro¬ 
prietors of the ony two sugar houses 
In England, but the profits arising from 
this concern w*ere at first small, as the 
sugar refiners at Antwerp could supply 
the London market cheaper. Eventual* 
ly war stopped and Intercourse be¬ 
tween London and Antwerp, and these 
. two houses supplied all England for a 
space of twenty years and greatly en 
riched the proprietors, whose success 
Induced many others to embark In the 
trade. In 1596 Sir Thomas MUdmay 
tried to create a sugar trust. On the 
pretext that frauds were practiced in 
refining sugar he petitioned Elizabeth 
to grant him a license for the exclusive 
right of refining sugar for a term of 
years, but the queen refused the re¬ 
quest.

“sack and sugar.** A curious echo of 
this theory cropped up at the Lamson 
ivurder trial.

The increased use of sugar was cred¬ 
ited \vlt!h having extinguished rhe 
plague In Europe; It certainly contribu¬ 
te to suppress the native malady of 
England, the scurvy. There used Co be 
a custom in Walt* on Ascension day 
for children to form parole* to take 
sugar and water qt a neighboring well. 
Each child was provided with eug^r 
and a cup. The day wna usually desig¬ 
nated 'sugar and water'* day. The 
superstition was that all who drank of 
the mixture there on that day would 



Is not sufficient to appease the seeming 
hunger for the lower-grade foods. It 
Is a fact that pick-ups from the city 
streets, the cast-off product* from big 
commission houses and the gleanings 
from the sewers are often employed In 
produce manufacture under America’s 
system of “commercial economy." Even 
seaweed Is brought into use to supply 
the demand. From sea moss Is made 
a gelatinous substance known as aga- 
nga. Mixed with a small amount of 
pulp from cast-away fruit, a little 
starch and gelatine. It Is dyed and 
flavored to resemble different kinds of 
fruit products, and is labeled straw¬ 
berry. cranberry, raspberry, apple, 
quince, etc. Old bones from the alleys 
are ground Into dust, which Is utilized 
principally as a fertilizer, but some¬ 
times Is mixed with flour. It has been 
claimed that leather from old boots and 
shoes gathered from the streets and 
scrap piles Is chemically treated, mixed 
with chicory*, ground, and made Into 
a clever Imitation of coffee, the kind 
that Is usually drunk by sailors and 
workmen In the logging camps. More 
and more Is It becoming so that near¬ 
ly everything thrown Into the streets I 
and alleys of American cities is turned 
into foods. ' 

Foods made from these loathsome 
trash** are. of course, not conducive to 
longevity nor healthful constitutions, 
but th* danger Is not so much In these 
as in the Ingredients used in giving 
them the nppearnfice of legitimate 1 
goods. Such powerful sweets as sac- | 
charine. possessing three hundred times I 
the sweetening strength of sugar; glu- j 
oose and potent chemicals and color¬ 
ings are employed in making these 
adulterations possible and exceedingly 
profitable.

BY ROAD IN HUBBY AND 
CHEAP BASIS.

A DOG SWINDLER SPOTTED 


Washington, May 13.—[Special.]— 
Senator Elkins is by no means rejoic¬ 
ing over the terrible accident at Har 
risburg Thursday night, caused by the 
explosion of dynamite, but he Is rather 
lamenting the failure of the bill he 
Introduced in the last Congress, which. 
If passed, would have preventod such 

a horror os the one which occurred. 

• ♦ • 

Flag Dynamite Trains In Germany. 

“I had been traveling In Europe the 
year before I introduced this bill," said 
Senator Elkins to-day. "In Germany, 
for Instance, when a car of explosives 
was coming, people along the track 
would be warned of it. Each car of 
explosives would bear flags and labels 
showing Its character, and It was giv¬ 
en a wide berth. Such cars are placed 
on separate sidings, and either carried 
alone or at the end of a train. 

• « • 

Had Watched a Long Time. 


"I had been observing for years the 
carelessness with which explosives 
were carried in this country. At Graf 
ton one night I slept In my car within 
two feet of a carload of dynamite. 


have often been traveling on my own 
roads when I would find my car In a 
train right back of a flat car loaded 
with Italians and dynamite. This stuff 
may be set off by concussion merely, 
and such disasters as that at Harris¬ 
burg are suro to follow unless more 
care is taken. 

• • • 

More Careful Than Other Roads. 


"The Pennsylvania has been more 
careful about handling explosives than 
has any other road. Therefore, I con¬ 
sulted with the officials of that road, 
and made up a bill covering the sub¬ 
ject, but the ammunition dealers raised 
such a protest through ’Senators and 
Representatives that I did not press It 
In committee. I did warn them of 
the probability of Just such a disaster 
as has occurred. I can pass my bill 
next session. I am sure." 

• • « 

Rushing To Settle Claims. 


According to advices from Harrls- 
bury, the Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany is breaking records in settling 
claims against It as n result of the 
wreck there last Thursday. A letter 
from one of the men who was in the 
wreck, but was uninjured, states that 
on the day of the accident ngents of 
the company were Itt Harrisburg set¬ 
tling claims against the railroad. This 
show’s It to be the policy of the big 
railroad to settle claims as soon as 
possible after accidents, and thus avoid 
damage suits, which generally take 
months to settle In the courts. 

• • • 

Compromised On Cheap Basis. 

By noon on the day of the accident, 
according to a man who was In Har¬ 
risburg, the company had already suc¬ 
ceeded in settling a number of claims. 
Otto man. who was badly cut up and 
had his arm Injured, compromised with 
the company for a new outfit of cloth¬ 
ing and $50, signing away all claim or* 
the corporation. Another man. who 
had been slightly Injured, got $75 and 
about $275 worth of clothing. He was 
E>erfecUy satisfied. A third man, who 
had his head cut, one hand badly 
burned, and his foot sprained, got a 
new outfit of clothing, doctor's attend¬ 
ance, transportation to his homo and 
all bills paid and $100. Ho said. In ex¬ 
plaining why he signed off his claim 
so quickly, that he did not believe the 
company had been negligent, and that 
he could see no reason why he should 
try to make the concern pay heavily 
for such an apparently unavoidable 
accident. 

• • * 

Jordan'8 Hunting Dogs Were Curs. 


The Post-office Department to-day Is¬ 
sued a fraud order Against Sam J. Jor¬ 
dan. of Kernersville and Madison, N. 
C. Jordan Is the avowed enemy of 
huntsmen, and is believed to have 
swindled hundreds of them throughout 
the country. He advertised to be a 
dog fancier with extensive kennels, and 
offered for sale dogs represented to l*e 
of the very best blood, and fully 
trained. If there was a partridge with¬ 
in a mile Jordan's dogs couldn’t miss 
It. It developed, however, that w*hen 
Post-office Department agent made 
an Investigation Jordan had no dog«. 
When an order cam*, and Jordan’s 
terms w’ere always cash with the or¬ 
der, the veriest cur was shipped to 
the purchaser. The dog w’ould cost 
Jordan about $3, and he w’ould get from 
$35 to $75. Jordan was prosecuted In 
tho courts, and North Carolina Justice 
decreed that he should pay $250, but 
the news of this did not travel as fast 
as Jordan’s advertisements, for orders 
are still coming in, and Postmaster 
General Cortelyou has found it neces¬ 
sary to have Ills mall held In the post- 
offices of the two cities.

OF SIXTEEN. 


COMPLIMENT TO MISS HILL 


The annual meeting of the LoulBville 
Free Kindergarten Assoclatlbn was 
held at Its quarters, 1227 Fourth ave¬ 
nue, last night. Interesting reports 
from Miss Patty Smith Hill, Training 
Teacher and Superintendent, Miss Finie 
M. Burton. Assistant Superintendent, 
and the director* of the different kin¬ 
dergartens were read. The music for 
the occasion was furnished by the 
member* of the class who will be grad¬ 
uated from the Normal Training School 
thU spring. It was under the direction 
of Miss Florence Ronald Barclay, 

Miss Patty Hill, superintendent of 
the work, reported that five new free 
kindergarten* had been inaugurated 
during the past scholastic year as fol¬ 
lows: Children'* Receiving Home on 
Von Borries avenue, at Crescent Hill, at 
Fifth and O Street Public School, at 
Shelby and Broadway Public School, at 
California Public School (colored.) 

The establishment of the five new 
schools makes a total of sixteen in the 
city, three of which are for colored 
children. Miss Hill stated that the at¬ 
tendance had been remarkably good 
even through the winter months, which 
was due to enlisting the co-operation of 
parents in the w'ork, especially the 
mothers. She said good progress had 
been made In Industrial handwork, the 
result* of which could be seen on et- 
hlblt at the headquarters. She spoke 
of the great Interest manifested by the 
children In Easter, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas by making little present*, 
which were given to parents or other 
members of the family. She said* this 
developed the spirit of giving which 
made children better. Miss Hill an¬ 
nounced that the normal class con 
elated of thirty-two members, twenty 
of whom will be graduated this year. 
The commencement will take place 
May 27 at the Masonic Theater. In 
this class are students from Kentucky, 
Virginia, North Carolina, Texas. Ala¬ 
bama, Colorado, Iowa arid Georgia, 
which she declared was evidence or 
the standard of the kindergarten work 
in Louisville. 
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Miss Hill Declines Tempting Offers. 


The report of Miss Finie M. Burton, 
assistant superintendent, dealt with 
the work of the directors and lnstruct- 
*. She paid a high compliment to 
Miss Hill, the superintendent, in that 
she was willing to remain In Louis 
vllle In charge of the work when she 
had been offered positions at a much 
larger salary by flve of the best edu 
rational institutions In the United 
States. She said Miss Hill had to re¬ 
fuse many special engagements In kin¬ 
dergarten work for tho coming sum¬ 
mer vacation, but that she would lie 
a busy woman all tho time, visiting 
and giving instructions at many noted 
Institutions. Many of the directors 
have engagements for kindergarten 
work at Chautauquas and other like 
gatherings this summer. She said the 
request for summer workers were 
greater than the Louisville Froe Kin¬ 
dergarten Association could supply, 
which of Itself spoke in strong terras 
of the w'ork here. 

The report of Mrs. Robert D. Allen, 
director of the City NormAl kinder¬ 
garten work at Shelby and Market 
streets, was Interesting and instructive. 
She said that eighty pupils were en¬ 
rolled and that the midwinter work 
had been happily done by the children, 
They had planted a garden which was 
now growing nicely. 

Miss Mary Hill, of the Tempi© Free 
Kindergarten, said her work during 
the year had been satisfactory. 

Miss Margaret Murphy, who has 
charge of tlhe free kindergarten on the 
"Point," said her year had been full of 
happy experiences. She said seventy* 
seven children had been enrolled dur¬ 
ing the year, but 100 poor families had 
felt the direct work of the school. She 
said the Institution was supported by 
the Baptist Church, but tlva>t the pub¬ 
lic school had made overtures for the 
school. She said Che opening up of the 
kindergarten work on the “Point" had 
been as much or ,moTe benefit to the 
poor mothers than the little ones. She 
©aid the mothers in that district were 
willing and were doing excellent work 
In their chib. 

Miss Alien© Seaton, of the First-ward 
school, reported that the attendance 
had been good all winter and that the 
work was satisfactory. 

Miss Jes-sMe Da vidson, of the Fourth- 
ward school, reported that the work 
was In good oh ape and that many In¬ 
structive as well os enjoyable outing* 
hod been taken by Che school. 

Miss Anna Murphy reported that the 
Sixth-street School started with seven¬ 
teen pupils and now the enrollment wa^ 
eighty-two. Good reports were also 
made by Miss Jane Akin, of the Eighth- 
ward school; Mfaas Katherine Montgom 
ery. of the Tenth-ward school; Miss 
Lillian Stage, of the Haywood school; 
Mlw Minnie Honlvaw. of Crescent Hill 
school; Miss Helen Walts, of the Shel¬ 
by and Broadway school, and Mins Su¬ 
san Speed, of the Children's Receiving 
Home. 

Mrs. Samuel Hartwell was elected 
president of th© association for the en 
suing year and Mrs. Alex. P. Hum¬ 
phrey vice president- The standing 
committee© will be announced next 
week by the president. By request the 
work of the mothers, students and chil¬ 
dren on exhibition at the (headquarters 
lost night will remain on view for sev¬ 
eral days in order that the public may 
have an opportunity of seeing It.

Louisville received the heaviest 
drenching yesterday morning that the^ 
city has experienced in years. From 
7 o'clock until 11 there was a steady 
dowTipour of rain, which between th© 
hours of 9 and 10 Increased to a blinding 
torrent that put a temporary stop to 
traffic, flooded cellars and damaged 
foundations of buildings in the lower 
sections where the sewerage is Inade¬ 
quate. The total precipitation for the 
four hours was 1.72 inches. 

The worst trouble was experienced In 
the southwestern section of the city. 
There traffic on nearly ull the street car 
lines was suspended until the waters 
abated and all afternoon and far into 
the night fire engines were kept busy 
pumping w'ater out of inundated cellars. 
In many Instances the water stood from 
eight Inches to a foot and a half deep 
over the streets. 

At Sixth anil "Seventh and York streets 
the cars of the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany encountered a flood that covered 
the tracks and sidewalks to a depth of 
over a foot. At Twenty-first and Twen¬ 
ty-eighth and Walnut the same condi¬ 
tion prevailed, tying up the Walnut- 
street line. The Twelfth-street line wag 
stopped a*. Twelfth and Maple street*. 

In Parkland traffic was at a standstill 
for three hours. Mall deliveries were 
delayed until the flood had subsided. 
Cellars In that section were full of wu- 
U-r. 
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Seven Fire Engines Busy. 


When the torrent ended and the ex¬ 
tent of the damage was learned, appeals 


commenced coming into the fire depart¬ 
ment and seven engines were detailed 
to the relief of distressed sections. At 
a late hour last night Engine Company 
No. 17 w’&s still engaged In pumping 
water from cellars In the neighborhood 
of Seventeenth and Ilarney, Fifteenth 
and Ouk and Fifteenth and Gallagher 
streets. Engine Company No. 6 with 
the pulsometcr operating was al«> out 
all night, working on calls from Twen¬ 
ty-first and Magazine. Twenty-sixth and 
Jefferson, Twenty-third and Owen au€ 
Twenty-seventh and Grayson streets. 

Engine companies Nos. 19 and 8 were 
*ent to Twenty-eighth and Chestnut, 
Twenty-ninth and Green^wood avenue. 
Twenty-eighth and Kentucky. Ninth 
and Broadway and Twenty-second and 
Griffiths streets. Engine company No. 
16 was Bent to Eighth and Oak streets 
and engine company N >. 10 to Frank¬ 
fort and Mellwood avenues. 

The business section of the city did 
not suffer much from the overflow and 
the flood to a great extent was confined 
to outlying residence sections. Con¬ 
sequently, the damage was not so 
great. Corner saloons and drug stores 
were the heaviest losers, considerable 
quantities of bottled goods In cellars 
being ruined; but In no case was the 
damage over $100. In several cases 
water percolating through the walls Is 
believed to have weakened the founda¬ 
tions of the buildings. 

In the section bounded by Twen¬ 
tieth, Twenty-ninth, Magazine and 
Grayson streets, the streets were 
practically continuous ponds of water, 
and the boys on Grayson street took 
advantage of the situutlon to ride the 
tide on Improvised rafts of boards. 

In the East End. although the rain 
fell as fast find as hard as in the West I 
End, it ran off rapidly. In many places 
the streets were full of water up to the ‘ 
curbing. Reargrass creek wtu* for a 
time a raging torrent The river, ns 
usual after a heavy ratn, was fiill of 
floating driftwood and debris. No dam¬ 
age was reported. 

Reports from point* all over the cen¬ 
tral Ohio and Mississippi valleys state 
that practically the same condition 
prevailed yesterday. The submerged 
area extended as fur south as Little 
Rock.

Involuntary Bankruptcy Proceedings 
Against J. D. Stark Up 
Again. 


The Involuntary' bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceedings against J. D. Stark, of Bowl¬ 
ing Green, came up before Judge Evans 
yesterday afternoon on a motion by at¬ 
torneys of certain creditors to be al¬ 
lowed to take further proof, though the 
referee had closed the case. This was 
objected to by Judge A. E. Richard*, 
who appeared for Stark, and Judge 
Evans decided to hear the case and 
ascertain for himself If further proof 
was necessary. J. B. Baskin and L. D. 
Finn argued the cose for the creditors 
and Judge Richards urged that the 
referee's report that Stark be allowed 
to settle his debts at 30 cents on the 
dollar be confirmed by the court. Judge 
Evans took the matter under submis¬ 
sion. 

Stork’s liabilities are a little over 
$30,000, and live-sixths of the creditors 
are said to be willing to accept 30 cents 
on the dollar. Others allege Stark can 
pay more.

Hiram Cronk for years occupied a 
unique place In American history. As 
the last survivor of the first foreign war 
In which his country engaged after se¬ 
curing Its Independence, he had been 
honored by the national Government 
ar.d by his native State, as well. The 
arid veteran also had another unique 
d:-Unction. Month* before his death, 
ird when he pronounced himself to be 
fn almost perfect health, despite tils 
ir re than 104 years, the Board of Al- 
dt-men of New York City outlined and 
practically perfected elaborate plans for 
th^ disposition of his body after death, 
^lynal honor* were to be shown him 
according to these plans, and even the 
*T'»t where his body would find Its last 
r* ting place was selected. 

Boro at Frankfort, Herkimer countv. 
N\w York, on April 29, 1800. Hiram 
Cronk became a member of Capt. Kd- 
wtrd Fuller's company of One Hun- 
d ‘ d and Fifty-seventh Infantry when 
only a little more than fourteen years 
Ol age. His term of service was short, 
however, scarcely five weeks, and near¬ 
ly all of It was spent in camp near Lake 
Ontario. He had hardly ’’smelled pow- 
$• r” up to that time. On the day ful-

%? Watertown on his way to his home. 


Mrs. Annie White Kennedy, aged 
seventy-one years, widow of Dr. Hugh 
Kennedy, formerly of New Orleans, 
died yesterday morning at 9:30 o’clock 
at her hesldence, 409 West Broadway, 
this city. Her health had been poor for 
the past two years and her death was 
expected. 

The funeral services will be conduct¬ 
ed this afternoon at 3:30 o’clock by the 
Rev. Dr. Hemphill, at the residence. 
The burial will be In Cave Hill, and the 
services at the grave will be private. 

Mrs. Kennedy was a daughter of the 
late Col. Maunsel White, a prominent 
citizen of New Orleans. She came to 
Louisville In 1870 from Paris, France, 
where she had lived for several years. 
She leaves three daughters. Mrs. C. 
Malcolm Bullitt, Mrs. Alex. A. Bullitt 
and M1 bs Nannie Kennedy, all of this 
city.

at Sackett’s Harbor, where a British 
warship was bombarding the fortifica¬ 
tions. In less than a month he was 
back in the ranks, serving with his fa¬ 
ther. James Cronk, and his brother*, 
John and Caspar, at Sackett’s Harbor. 
There he served forty days as a private, 
assisting in the construction of bar¬ 
racks. In November. 1814. he was hon¬ 
orably discharged from the service. 

At the close of the war Mr. Cronk 
learned the trade of shoemaker, hy 
which he gained a livelihood for many 
years. He was married in 1825 to Miss 
. Mnry Thornton, of Western, N. Y., and ; 
they lived together for sixty years on 
the old farm In his town. They had : 
seven children. During the last years 
of his life Mr. Cronk received from the 1 
State of New’ York a special pension of 
$72 per month lu addition to the pen¬ 
sion granted by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment to all survivors of the War of 
1812. He was an honorary member of 
| Fort Stanwlx Chapter, Sons of the 
| American Revolution, and also of the 
State and national chapters.

Given Ida Cliap in an In 
Suit Against Galt House. 


DEFENDANT MUST PAY $3,000. 


INJURED BY ELECTRIC DUMB 
WAITER IN THE PANTRY. 


NEW TRIAL FOR ED BROWN. 


Miss Ida May Chapman, a young 
w'Oman employed as pantry girl at the 
Galt House, was given a verdict for 
$3,000 In Judge O’Doherty’s court yes¬ 
terday afternoon, after the Jury had 
been out only & few minutes. She sued 
the Galt House Company lor $5,000 for 
Injuries received while engaged In her 
work fhere and the Jury thought her 
entitled to almost the full amount. The 
case went to trial on Friday, but was 
not completed, and consumed almost 
the entire day yesterday, much of the 
time being devoted to arguments. 

Miss Chapman was working In the 
pantry*at the Galt House and was at¬ 
tempting to life some things out of an 
electric dumb-waiter which was oper¬ 
ated from the pantry. While she was 
leaning Inside the elevator some one 
started it and her arms were caught 
and crushed. It was alleged by the 
plaintiff that she was held suspended 
In the air until the motor could be 
stopped and tha* she Buffered greatly. 
The defendant claimed that the acci¬ 
dent was not the fault of any of its 
employes and could not have been pre¬ 
vented. It was also denied that her 
injuries were serious. 

Four Divorces Granted. 

Four divorces were granted yester¬ 
day In Joint session, three decrees be¬ 
ing handed down by Judge Shackel¬ 
ford Miller and one by Judge S. B. 
Kirby. 

Judge Miller granted Mary Bess a di¬ 
vorce from Thomas Oliver Bess and 
gave her the custody of their two chil¬ 
dren. Ida Myrtle Bess, aged sixteen, 
and Walter Evans Bess, aged eleven 
years. Abandonment and five years’ 
separation were the grounds alleged In 
the complaint. 

Eliza Anderson was granted a di¬ 
vorce from Joshua Anderson by Judge 
Miller. Abandonment was the ground. 
Defendant is a nonresident of the State 
and now lives In Ohio. 

George Thompson was granted a di¬ 
vorce from Mattie Thompson on the 
ground of abandonment and five years* 
separation. 

Judge Kirby granted a divorce - to 
Mary Cross Russell from Charles W. 
Russell on the ground of abandonment. 
The parties were married thirty years 
ago and have lived apart ten years. 
Plaintiff was restored to her maiden 
name, Mary Crosa 

Second Marriage No Bar. 

A second marriage, with Its conse¬ 
quent expense and many duties, does 
not relieve a man from the duty which 
he owes to his first wife and does not 
relieve him of the necessity of paying 
alimony for her support. Judge Miller 
yesterday decided that G. F. Watson, 
a negro preacher, must continue to 
support his first wife, although he has 
taken unto himself a second one, with 
a child, and that an attachment may 
Issue at any time to enforce the collec¬ 
tion of the nllmnny. Watson was di¬ 
vorced from his first wife, later mar¬ 
rying a widow with a thlrteen-y*nr-old 
child. H'* asked that he be relieved 
from paying any alimony on the 
ground that he Is ill and unable to at¬ 
tend properly to his pastoral duties 
and needs the cash to support his sec¬ 
ond wife. 


New Trial For Murderer. 

Ed Brown, a negro, under sentence of 
death for the murder of Hnllle Ed¬ 
wards. will be given another chance for 
his life. Judge Joseph Pryor. In the 
Criminal Court yesterday, granted 
Brown a new trial, to give him an¬ 
other opportunity to show that he does 
not deserve death for his erlm?. 

Brown killed the woman through 
Jealousy, It Is alleged, and there was 
little evidence to show any other mo¬ 
tive. Brown pleaded self-defense, al¬ 
leging that the women was trying to 
cut him with a large knife. She and 
Brown had quarreled and she left him. 
When he tried to persuade her to re¬ 
turn to him she refused, and he shot 
her twice. The new trial was granted 
because Judge Pryor thought he had 
possibly given Instructions that were 
detrimental to defendant.

John C. Morrison haa resigned as 
superintendent of the Louisville dis¬ 
trict for the Pullman Palace Car Com¬ 
pany. He will be succeeded to-mor¬ 
row by Charles M. Talcott. of Chicago. 
Mr. Morrison resigns to engage in busi¬ 
ness in New York. He succeeded L. j 
Pike a* superintendent of the Louis¬ 
ville district about a year ago. Mr. 
Talcott, the new superintendent, hr.s 
been in the employ ot the omjMMiy for 
sixteen years. His last position before 
being transferred to Louisville was 
agent for the company nt Chicago. Mr. 
Talcott stated that there would be no 
changes In the office force of the Louis¬ 
ville district. 


Epworth League Anniversary. 

The Epworth League of Trinity 
church is displaying Its vitality and 
Aggressiveness by offering a most in¬ 
teresting programme for the anniver¬ 
sary celebration of Its founding. This 
Is an annual affair, but it Is of a more 
pretentious order thlB year. On Sun¬ 
day night a programme of special 
music will be rendered and Rev. W. F. 
Smith, of New Albany, will dellever an 
address. Mr. Smith has made a re¬ 
markable record at Centenary church. 
New Albany, and Is held In high esteem 
a* a speaker. On Tuesday night the 
eloquent young pastor of Centenary 
M. 17. church. Lexington, the Rev Dr 
George Van Deventer Morris, son of the 
renowned Dr. George K. Mor¬ 
ris. of Euclid Avenue M. E. church. 
Cleveland, O.. will deliver an address 
on “Religion and Life." On Tuesday 
night a social will be given In the 
church parlors. All are luvlted to these 
exercises. 


Mt. Sterling. Ky.. May 13.—[Special.] 
—Great damage has resulted nil over 
this section from the heavy rains and 
storms of the past three days. A tor¬ 
rent of min has fallen and every creek 
In the county has been running all over 
the bottom lands. In the Spencer? 
Stepstone and Means vicinity consider¬ 
able damage has resulted. A little 
creek rose fifteen feet In four hours and 
washed away 1,500 panels of fence in 
the southern section of the county, 
while a cloudburst near Stepstone 
washed the soli for miles In corn and 
tobacco fields. 

Near Spencer station Ben Perry had 
twenty acrcB of corn planted in the 
Slate Creek valley and a raise In the 
creek washed furrows In the corn rows 
and left a foot of mud on top. Many 
gardens were ruined by hall. W. D. 
Thompson, a farmer lu the southwest¬ 
ern part of the county, had six acres 
of tobacco planted, and the rain washed 
It out by the roots arid left the ground 
so It will have to again bo prepared 
for use. Aaron’s Run and Somerset 
Creeks were higher than In thirty 
years and the damage along the cour¬ 
ses Is very great. Fencing, water gaps 
and small bridges were carried miles 
away by the rushing waters, while to¬ 
bacco beds all over the county are seas 
of mud. 

To add to the discomfort of the far¬ 
mers cut worms are playing havoc, 
and as many as fifteen have been dug 
from a single hill. A tobacco buyer 
here said that the destruction of thou¬ 
sands of tobacco plants would not only 
curtail the crop, but would prove dis¬ 
astrous to tenants, us most of that set 
out hu* been lost. 

Licking river Is out of Its banks and 
water Is backed up for miles near Salt 
Lick. Yale and Farmers. A trestle on 
the Licking Valley railroad was washed 
away and landslides have been numer¬ 
ous. A train on that road was derailed 
to-day, b$t beyond considerable track 
being tom up no serious damage re¬ 
sulted. The turnpikes In Montgomery 
county have been greatly washed and 
In some Instances are unfit for use. The 
damage to crops, fencing, etc.. In this 
county will reach thousands of dollars. 
A number of bams and trees were 
struck by lightning, but no one In¬ 
jured.

fought on both aides from start to fin¬ 
ish. Judge Robert Riddle, Circuit Judge 
of the district, having been elected at 
the same time as Adams, declined to 
i sit on the bench on that case, and Gov.

Beckham appointed Judge J. Smith 
Hays, of Winchester, a Special Judge 
to hear the case. November 17, 1904. 
Judge Hays rendered a decision that 
Roberts had not been elected, bat that 
Mr Adams hod been, though he was 
not entitled to the office because he 
did not then live In the Thirty-third 
district. Judge Hays then declared the 
office vacant. The Kentucky Legisla¬ 
ture of 1903-4 bad severed the county 
of Magoffin from the Thirty-third dis¬ 
trict. and at the time of his election in 
November. 1903. Adams had been a res¬ 
ident of Snlyersville, Magoffin coun¬ 
ty. 

As soon as Judge Hays rendered his 
decision In the case. Adam* took the 
case to the Kentucky Court of Appeals, 
that court affirming Judge Hays’ dect*. 
Ion regarding the election of Adams, but 
reversing that part of the decision 
which declared the office vacant, and 
Adam* was at once given the comm's- 
flon. 

Judge Hays on March 28. 1905. entered 
a J**dgment conforming to this oplnlcn. 
and «»n May 6 Adams received his com¬ 
mission from Gov. Beckham. Or^ the day 
Mr. Adams was sworn In a* Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney of the Thirty-third 
district he was thirty-nine years o$ 
age.

A few days ago the Kentucky Chil¬ 
dren’s Home Society, In its efforts to 
protect one of Its wards, who had been 
wedded to a Kentucky man against 
the will of the organisation as her 
guardian, caused the arrest of Charles 
Day. an ex-convict, on a charge of per¬ 
jury- Day made the affidavit on which 
the license in question was issued, 
making oath that Margaret Johnson, 
the fourteen-year-old ward of the so¬ 
ciety. was eighteen years of age; that 
her mother was bom in Indiana; that 
her father was born in Indiana, and 
that Margaret Johnson herself was 
born in Woodford county. Kentucky, 
when, in fact. It Is alleged, every state¬ 
ment was false. Charles Day having 
uo knowledge of the child or her par¬ 
ents. 

• • • 

Practically No Defense. 

There was really no defense against 
the charge of having made the false 
affidavit. The facts were clear. But 
Day’s attorney rontended that Day was 
not amenable to the law against per¬ 
jury. which would have made his of¬ 
fense a felony, and that he was amen¬ 
able only under a recent special statute 
regarding marriages, and that under 
this statute his offense was only a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine. The 
Judge accepted this view and let Day 
off with a trivial fine of $25. If this 
decision holds perjury In promotion of 
runaway marriages will again become 
an established profession In the Indiana 
river towns and the nefarious matri¬ 
monial bureaus will again prosper In 
spite of the efforts to break them up. 
it is said. 

• • • 

'flays Trickery Was Used. 

The case grew out of the elopement 
two weeks ugo of a farm hand. Klley 
Darbro, and Margaret Johnson, a four- 
teen-year-ofd girl, n ward of the Ken¬ 
tucky Children’s Home Society. w r ho 
had been placed In the home of Mrs 
Susannah Butts, at Carrollton. Ky The 
child, according to her own version, 
suys she did not know what she was 
about; that she was Inveigled Into the 
farce by trickery. According to her 
story she was persuaded to go to Ve- 
vay. Inch, with Riley Darbro on a 
“lark.” and that under this arrange¬ 
ment sh*» was taken there and per¬ 
suaded to consent to false statements 
about her age. etc., so that a marriage 
license might be procured. Under the 
Indiana law- governing the issuance of 
u license In a case where there Is doubtj 
as to the age of the contracting per¬ 
sons. an affidavit of some disinterested 
person Is necessary to the issuance of 
the license, t’hnrles Day was procured 
to make the necessary *rath as to the 
age of the applicants. It is said, and as 
to the birthplace of the young girl, her 
residence, the birthplace of her parents 
and their residence, etc. Day did make 
this oath. It is said, and hence the 
charge of perjury against him. 

• • • 

Foster Mother Acts. 

The elopement In the meantime was 
discovered by her f*>ster mother. Mis 
| Susannah Butts, who immediately de¬ 
manded a writ of hnheas corpus for 
the return of the girl to her custody. 
The writ was served by the Sheriff 
of Carroll county within an hour and a 
half after the marriage ceremony at 
Yevuy. When the couple reached the 
Kentucky side they drove at once to 
the house of Darbro, where, it is said, 
some twenty friends of the gro<rTO had 
collected for the purpose nf helping him 
keep his bride. Miss Mary Butts, the 
youngest daughter, as soon as she heard 
that the child had gone to the home 
of Darbro. went there, also, and, in 
spite of opposition and threats of ex¬ 
pulsion and of violence, took a deter¬ 
mined stand and kept guard over the 
child, saying that she did not propose 
to leave her unprotected a single mo¬ 
ment/ but intended to stay until the 
officer of the law appeared with proper 
credentials to take the child away She 
waited at the home from late In the 
afternoon until after dark, when the 
officer came with the writ of habeas 
corpus and took the child back to her 
mother’s home. The trial in the habeas 
corpus case resulted In an agreed Judg¬ 
ment whereby Mrs Butts was given the 
custody of the girl, who. when she 
learned the import of the escapade, at 
once repudiated tin* marriage and re¬ 
fused to have anything further to du 
with Darbro.

Agree To a Fine. 

When this decision was delivered the 
representatives of the Kentucky Chil¬ 
dren's Home Society, realizing that Ito 
pur|*»«is were at once thwarttd rifu«nl 
to further prosecute Day, agreeing to a 
fine or any other disposition of the 
case the court mighrt see fit It was 
at once charged that the court’s con¬ 
struction of the law had tiled the max¬ 
imum price of Kentucky girls at $500 
ruid tihat under this ruling any design¬ 
ing person might lie to his or her 
heart's ooiatent ami l>e immune from 
prosecution for perjury If thr false¬ 
hood whs made for the procuring of a 
marriage license. 

Not 'Willing To Swear. 


In this case. It is asserted, the license 
was granted In the face of the fact 
that the person who first entered the 
clerk’s office for the purpose of making 
the affidavit refused In the presence of 
the clerk to take the chance, and In 
the face of ihe fact that the case was 
discussed by the entire party. Whin 
the |»erson refused to muke the neces¬ 
sary affidavit the party left the clerk's 
office and returned some time later 
with Charles Day, who readily told 
all he did not know about the girl and 
made u solemn oath that he hud told 
the truth. The ceremony was performed 
nt the hut of Charles Day and was said 
by the Mayor of Vevtiy. Wallace J. 
Cotton.

But the matter might never have entne 
to light, the crlnv committed agjLinst 
the orphun girl might have gone unpun¬ 
ished. as such things have gone before, 
but it *o happened that tl»e girl was the 
ward of the Kentucky Children's Home 
Society and they took the matter up.

A small hoy started the stampede by 
hurling n stone at the ponies, quickly 
alarmed by the stone and the unusual 
street scenes which had confronted 
them on being unloaded at a North 
river dock, packs of the animals dash¬ 
ed up and down Central Park, West 
Broadway. West End avenue and Riv¬ 
erside drive, and rushed back and forth 
through the cross streets, the clatter 
of their hoofs alarming the neighbor¬ 
hood and bringing crowds to windows 
ns they passed. 

Part of the herd was caught at One 
Hundred and Tenth street and Central 
Park west. Another section rushed 
out to the end of the Forty-fourth- 


street pier with such speed that three 
of the animals were thrown Into the 
river and drowned. On every street 
and avenue mounted men with ropes 
gave the section the air of a western 
round-up. A horde of automobiles 
Joined in the chAse, with tooting horns 
and screaming passengers, and Increas¬ 
ed the excitement. 

Numerous acckien-ta were reported at 
various places over the district, but no 
one was seriously hurt. The most re¬ 
markable accident was at Fifty-seventh 
street and Eighth avenue, where a 
troop of twenty porrles ran Into a 
crowd. Pedestrians and carriages scat¬ 
tered, but a bicyclist fell from his wheel 
In the mlddhe of the road. The crowd 
screamed as they saw his danger, there 
apparently being no escape for him. 

The horses clattered at him In a solid 
line, and Ju*rt as the terrified bicyclist 
-xt^ctt*<l t.» Ik? ground under their heels 
the herd Jumped over him. Not a hoof 
touched him, and he escaped without a 
scratch. 

At N»rvty-«ixth street and Central 
Park. West, two of the horses, chased 
by a bicycle poHccman, half clambered 
Into an open car. terrifying the passen¬ 
gers. The horse** fell, sprnng to their 
feet and escaped Into the park. 

Tlie vigorous chase by automoblllsts. 
cowlxy* ami mounted policemen grad- 
un'ly wcr.* down tin runaway* and aft¬ 
er about three bourn nearly all had 
been ifcaptttned. many ?«n exhausted 
that they could scarcely stand.

HENDERSON BY SEPTEMBER 1. 


SOUTHERN AND C. AND 0. SAID 
TO BE NEGOTIATING FOR 
NEW TERMINALS. 


TO RECONSTRUCT STATION. 


With the entrance of the Louisville. 
Henderson and St. Louis railroad Into 
the Tenth-street station, preliminary 
preparations looking toward making it 
the center of the North and South pas¬ 
senger traffic through Louisville, will 
be completed, and within another year, 
It is rumored, the Southern railroad 
and the Chesapeake and Ohio will use 
the same station as their passenger 
terminal. The L.. H. and St. L. will 
terminate in the Tenth-atreet station 
About September 1. The other roads 
are plarujlng entrance to the station to 
facilitate transfer traffic to Southern 
and Northern points reached by road* 
now entering that station. 

Although the plans for the changes in 
the terminals of the Southern and C. 
and O. are only in embryo form and the 
officials are loath to discuss the pro¬ 
ject. preparations have already begun 
to secure more room for passenger 
tracks In the station and the Jelllco- 
Laurel Coal Company, which has re¬ 
ceiving yards opposite the station on 
Broadway, between Ninth and Tenth 
streets, will shortly remove the yards 
to Ninth and Kentucky streets, where 
a number ^>f shops belonging to the 
Louisville and Nashville now stand.

Numerous changes in the construc¬ 
tion of the Tenth-street station would 
be necessary to accommodate the new 
lines, but preparations to secure more 
room have already been commenced 
The shops at Ninth and Kentucky 
streets, owned by the L. and N., are 
now being torn down and the machin¬ 
ery and workmen are being trans¬ 
ferred to the new buildings In South 
Louisville. The razing of these build¬ 
ings will make room for new switches 
and also leave a large receiving sta¬ 
tion for the Jellleo-Laurel Coal Com¬ 
pany, which now* occupies the lot on 
Broadway, between Ninth and Tenth 
streets. In the rear of the site of the 
new office building being erected by the 
L. and N. With the coal yards removed 
space for several more tracks will be 
had and little expense will be neces¬ 
sary to extend the train shed over the 
new' switches. _

Vested choristers In Meth’^dlst 
Churche*. especially Methodist Church¬ 
es of the North, and In the large cities, 
axe increasing in numbers rapidly. 
This May. the morrbh where most chang¬ 
es Iff choirs are made, has witnessed 
many changes in the direction Indicat¬ 
ed- A Methodist leader, whose durles 
take him to almost every part of the 
country, hue this to suy utout the in¬ 
novation: "Methodists looked askance 
at vested choirs at first. But the ex¬ 
periment has been tried of introducing 
them, and It has proven popular. It 
is a conservative estimate to say that 
there are now fully one hundred «uch 
choirs, and I think that as many as 
twenty new ones were introduced on 
the first of this month. Indeed. 1 know 
as many as twenty myself, and of 
course I cannot know all. Vestments 
worn nre not confined to the familiar 
cassock and cotta. There are alt *:orts 
of varieties of vestment, com* even 
robing in sombre black. The diversity 
of vestrnem is disappearing, however, 
and I look to see all wear the black 
undergarment, and the small and short 
over one. There are some Methodist 
churches whose cnnservaUum will never 
admit vested chortetfr*. and there are 
country churches where they cannot 
te afforded, but city church :s are in¬ 
troducing them rapidly, and are chang¬ 
ing the plans of thc-ir chancels, so us 
to admit of better musical effect and 
appearance. The innovation ha*j come 
to stay, and to grow."

The Vested Minister. 

The prediction is made that following 
cborisU-r* In‘Methodist churches must 
come, logically, the vested minister. It 
is argued that the same considers.*loti 
that demands the one demands also 
the other. Tb this the leader quoted 
concerning choristers remarks: "Minis¬ 
ters of my acquaintance are not few 
who feel that a uniform for th* pulpit 
Is as much needed as a uniform for the 
choir stall. The need has been met 
In growing numbers by the adoption of 
the gown. Hut Methodist ministers do 
not take kindly to the Geneva gown 
It does oil well enough for the staid 
Presbyterian pastor, but It Is too *om- 
bre for the Methodist minister. Very 
f£\v indeed of rny acquaintance wear 
black gowns. I know **f a few minis¬ 
ters in my denomination that only wait 
the lead of some more bold than the 
rest to adopt perrnfcrverrtly the cassock 
und surplice worn by Anglican minis¬ 
ters. N ested choristers now marah in 
processional, and ministers come In side 
doors, in citizen drees. The effect Is 
not good. If the chorister Is vested In 
Uniform, the minister must be else the 
processional must be abolished. Yet 
it ts not easy to abollah It. The adop¬ 
tion of the uniform In one case de¬ 
mands It in the other. It is not that 
Methodists are turning to ritualism, 
and trying to make « show. It Is a 
sincere desire to do things In a decent 
and dignified manner. I think the vest¬ 
ed choir has come Into Methodism to 
stay and to grow Jn numbers and mus¬ 
ical Importance, as 1 have said, and I 
look for die vested minister to jome 
with It before long."

But receipts of the society fell 
off $37,525 over thv? preceding year. It 
is rtmemb r.-d that last year there was 
a falling off of $;70,000, In round figures, 
as compared with the average of the 
pr^cvdlng This w-aa less than 

one-half, and auxiliaries Reclined $4.- 
Cv9. The churches gave $5,000 in or?

The ea- 
ciety's receipts Ifupt year, apart from 
Income, w re $204.W. und this year, 
now JuJt ended* $166,524.

INTEREST CENTERED.

New York, May 11.—The presence on 
the programme of the distinguished 
8ootch Biblical student and lecturer, 
the Rev. Dr. John Urquhart, has cen¬ 
tered the interest of leaders in all re¬ 
ligious bodies on the Convention of the 
American Bible League, to be held in 
New York on May 16. 17 amd 18. Mr. 
Urquhart ranks with the foremost of 
the world's Biblical acholurs, and is n 
member of the Biblical Archaeological 
Society and associate of the Victoria 
Institute. He has been hitherto beat 
known in this country by his published 
work, including “Recent Discoveries 
and the Bible," “The Wonders of Pro¬ 
phecy," “How Old Is Man," etc. His 
lectures on the Old Testament are es- 
petMulIy interesting and Instructive, 
and his three addresses before the Bible 
League Convention, on Wednesday 
morning and evening and Thursday 
morning, are looked forward to with 
the deepest Interest. These will treat 
of the Miracle of Prophecy, the Book 
of Daniel, and the Book of Jonnh. 

The completed programme for the 
convention has now' been announced, 
and its topics are as follows: At the 
opening session, on Tuesday evening, 
the Inspiration of the Bible, its expla¬ 
nation and confirmation will be con¬ 
sidered speukers being the Rev. Dr. 
Luther T. Townsend, of Brookline, 
Mass., and the Rev. Dr. O. Frederick 
Wright of Oberlin. At this session the 
President of th«- League, Mr. William 
Phillips Hall, will also speak, as will 
the Rev. Dr. I). J. Burrell, pastor of the 
Marble Collegiate church, in which the 
convention meets. 

On Wednesday morning the topic will 
be “Confirmation of the Bible from 
Prophecy and Science," ond speakers 
will be the Rev. John Urquhart, as 
stated, and Prof. Wright, of Oberlin. 
Wednesday afternoon the "Confirma¬ 
tion of the Old Testament from Archae¬ 
ology" will be considered, with an ad¬ 
dress by Prof. Clay, of the University 
of Pennsylvania, on “Babylonian Tes¬ 
timony to the Bible." and one by the 
Re\ Dr. M G. Kyle on “Oems Recov¬ 
ered from an Old Egyptian Workshop." 


An unprecedented number of clergy¬ 
men, all bodies, arc milling for Europe 
Just now*. The numbers tire thought 
to have been raised this year been use 
for two or three years past American 
interests have kvpt many on this side. 
A big delegation of Baptist ministers 
are starting for London to utttuid the 
Baptist World Congress, and some will 
go on to the continent. The London 
Baptists did not make a programme 
that In all respects pleases American 
Baptists, but that fact seem* not to 
have deterred Baptists on this side 
from going over In generous numbers. 
An unusual number of Lutheran clergy¬ 
men are going to Germany and to Swe¬ 
den, just why It Is Impossible to deter¬ 
mine. They say there is‘nothing spe¬ 
cial this year to attract them over 
Rather more than the regulation num¬ 
ber of wealthy Episcopal and Presby¬ 
terian, Congregational and Reformed 
ministers nre taking their vacations 
abroad, and will sail during May and i 
June. A few are venturing all the way j 
around the world, that not being con¬ 
sidered a big undertaking now. Finally ' 
Homan Catholic clergymen are going; 
to attend the Eucharistic League <’on- 
gress In June. Practically all diocesan 
presidents of leagues will be in Rome 
at the time named. Several American 
enterprises, requiring clerical speakers 
between this and September, have had 
difficulty filling their programme satis¬ 
factorily. owing to the big rush across 
the Atlantic. 

The Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions expended on work under Its 
charge during its fiscal year Just closed 
$1,188,420, an amount larger by several 
thousand dollars than on any previous 
year. Churches nnd Individuals gave It 
$1,184,788, so there te a very small de¬ 
ficit to be added to a deficit of $36,120 
last year. But It should be noted that 
this $38,762. its total present deficit, is 
not a debt. The board owes nothing. 
It simply draws upon a reserve fund, 
kept for the purpose. The number of 
missionaries sent out from America to 
foreign fields and supported by the 
board Is 85». a lurger number than Is 
maintained by any other missionary 
society in the world save only the 
Church Missionary Society of England. 
Its native workers number 2,357. Ad¬ 
ditions to Presbyterian Church mem¬ 
bership on the foreign fields lust year 
were 3.6^1. as against 6.405 in IDi^k Mis¬ 
sion hospitals on the same foreign fields 
treated last yeiy 423,OlH patients, and 
mission presses printed and distributed 
In many languages no fewer than 121.- 
114,322 pages of religious literature. The 
board in question administers all of 
these vast affairs with a staff of em¬ 
ployes and an administration expense 
that wquld astonish most business con- 
• eras ^ the shewing <»f economy. 


The Importance of the medical work 
maintained by missionary agencies in 
Eastern lands te shown by the report 
of the Forman Memorial Hospital at 
Young Kong, China, Jus: received here. 
The hospital was built and Is main¬ 
tained by the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions and has Just com¬ 
pleted Its second year. It is the only 
institution of Its kind within 200 miles. 
The surgeon In charge Is Dr. W, H. 
Hobson. During the year Just closed 
4 463 out-patients were treated, and 227 
patients were received in the hospital 
wards. There were clghty-one major 
operations with chloroform and 177 
minor operations. Dental operations 
numbered 243. 

The hospital buildings are admirably 
planned, although already they are too 
small to meet the needs. At the en¬ 
trance ts the gatekeeper's house, where 
on clinic days the fee of one cent is 
received from each patient and each Is 
given a number ao they may be called 
before the doctor In proper order. On 
the walls of this house are to be seen 
a number of complimentary wooden 
tablets, given by grateful patients and 
reciting the merits of the physician. 
To the left of the gatehouse is the en¬ 
trance to the doctor's premises, nnd 
another doorway leudlng to the chapel. 
At the right is the entrance to the hos¬ 
pital. The chapel Is about fifty feet by 
twenty, with a partition dividing the 
men from the women. Here the pa¬ 
tients gather while awaiting their turns 
to see the doctor, a preacher ond a 
Bible woman taking turns In speaking 


to them. In this way over 10.000 hive 
heard Gospel addresses In tiffs room. 

From the chapel nre entrances to tfie 
hospital, and the fxitlents come first lo 
a room where names and diseases nre 
registered. Beyond this is the consul¬ 
tation room, and still farther the op¬ 
erating room. Ail sorts of stories are 
told the doctor. One womun wants 
“the worm taken out of her ear be¬ 
cause It kicks." another patient claims 
to have a snake In hla leg; another 
thinks he has swallowed a toad; and 
Bt111 another has “a worm In his tooth." 
All are helped to the utmost of the 
physician's ability. The gratitude of 
those helped and cured 1s alwuys evi¬ 
dent. Frequently presents of chickens 
or eggs are mnde to the doctor, the peo¬ 
ple saying they want to show their 
thankfulness In this way. In many 
missionary stations throughout the 
Eastern world similar work is done, the 
total number of patients treated In 
hospitals maintained by the Presby¬ 
terian Foreign Board last year being 
423.019. 

From Tengchow. China, the Rev. 
Mason Wells, a mtelsonary of the Pres¬ 
byterian Foreign Board, sounds a note 
of alarm regarding the growth of the 
opium habit in China. He says: "It 
te Well known that China ts cursed by 
opium, but the rapidity of Its spread 
among officials and people can hardly 
be realized. At the present rate of In¬ 
crease It will not be many years be¬ 
fore the use of opium In China w!U be 
as general as is the use of tobacco now. 
Even members of the Christian 
churches are in some cases engaged In 
raising, selling and using It, and un¬ 
less the Church condones Its use by 
members there must Inevitably be a 
wholesale cutting down of the rolls. 
It's an unpleasant subject to dwell 
upon, but I feel that the people of the 
church at home should know the con¬ 
ditions so that by timely precautions 
and prayer the threatening evil may 
be averted."

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The Ethics of the Street. 

Ono of the things In Louisville which 
strike a stranger from larger cities, 
coming here for the first time. Is the 
nhsrnce of any rule or method govern¬ 
ing the pedestrians In utilising the side- 
walks either for business or pleasure. 
The use of the public highway by vehi¬ 
cle* has long been regulated by law. 
In England vehicles which meet, going 
In opposite directions, are required to 
pass to the left. In this country they 
must turn to the right. A generation 
or more ago it was common to see at 
the entrance to bridges or other pass¬ 
way* a sign, “Pass to the right as the 
law directs." but the custom has become 

*0 established that few who follow it 
through evident convenience realize 
that It Is the law as well as custom. 

But there is no similar legal require¬ 
ment regulating the use of sidewalks. 

The matter is left to adjust 
itself and has become one of cus¬ 
tom rather than law. In the large 
cities when streets become congested 
by the numbers who throng them some 
system is necessary In order to admit 
of free locomotion and the law of the 
road has become by general acceptance 
that of the street, so that with two 
streams upon a sidewalk passing to 
the right the cr^wd moves with little 
friction or delay. Without such concur¬ 
rent action there would ensue endless 
confusion and obstruction to locomo¬ 
tion. 

The absence / of any fixed rule 
regulating the use of sidewalks In 
Louisville not only works great Incon¬ 
venience and confusion upon the prin¬ 
cipal business streets, but makes a 
very unfavorable impression upon visi¬ 
tors from cities w’here the ethics of the 
street are better regulated and ob¬ 
served. The business men of the city 
recognize the Importance of some uni¬ 
form rule as to the right of way and 
keep to the right, but there Is a large 
class of people who are Impelled by 
other motives than the public conven¬ 
ience. In the first place street crowds 
here are composed largely of strangers 
from the country or small towns and 
villages who keep on the side of the 
shop windows, as do a)RO. to a great 
extent, the gentler sex. whether resi¬ 
dent or otherwise, with whom the win¬ 
dow exhibits may be the chief cause of 
their presence on the street. And 
there Is another reason for the 
confusion which arises from the 
lack of a common understanding and a 
uniform system of street ethics. Far 
buck in the past It* was considered 
proper etiquette for gentlemen meeting 
ladies on the street to take the outside, 
whether to the left or right. This was 
beforu the day of cleanly streets and 
wap designed to shield the lady from 
exposure to the splashing of passing 
vehicles. The habit became so In¬ 
grained that It still followed long after 
the reason which gave use to it has 
censed to exist, and Its adherents re¬ 
sent the substitution of the more utili¬ 
tarian Idea of passing to the right as 
Indicating decadence of true politeness 
to the female sex. 

But whatever the multifarious causes 
which led to the present Inconvenient 
and annoying confusion upon the side¬ 
walks. It is very desirable that the pub¬ 
lic should come to it common under¬ 
standing on the subject and adhere to 
It. Let It he understood and 
agreed that everyone will keep to the 
right Instead of meandering from side to 
side or doggedly adhering to the Inside 
line while he ought to be on the out¬ 
side und vice versa. Make It a matter 
of mutual politeness for everyone, of 
whatever sex. to bear to the right and 
one will soon find, if this plan be gen¬ 
erally adopted, how greatly It will con¬ 
venience all. Thus gradually what is 
made custom by ethics will ussume the 
force of law and the right of the In¬ 
dividual on the sidewalks will become 
as well observed as that of vehicles on 
the roads. It will promote both busi¬ 
ness and pleasure nnd relieve Louis¬ 
ville of a village aspect which It has 
already worn too long. 


proved a failure. There is still some 
possibility that the subject may be con¬ 
sidered at a spetial session. 

In New York It was shown that the 
cost of gas in 4he holder with 10 per 
cent, ad led is 32 cents a thousand feet, 
making the net cost less than 30 
cents. It is sold to the consumer at a 
dollar. Hut a good deal must be added 
to the cost In the holder to cover the 
expense of getting it to the burner- 
some say 100 per cent. At this rate the 
total cost would be about €0 cents a 
thousand feet. 

In Massachusetts Investigation 
showed that the cost of making and 
delivering gas ranged from 55 to 72 
cents a thousand feet, the average for 
five cities being 60.8 cents. In Phila¬ 
delphia. where there has been a pop¬ 
ular uprising against the gas company. 
It has been shown that the cost of ga* 
In the holder Is not more than 30 cents, 
und the total cost Is believed to be 
between 6* and 65 cents. It Is worthy of 
remark that these estimates are pret¬ 
ty close together, though It is admitted 
that in a dense population gus can be 
delivered at a less cost than where the 
population Is sparse. Other circum¬ 
stances contribute to differences In cost, 
bojh of production and delivery, but 
Investigation In three States shows re¬ 
sults that are surprisingly uniform. 

These inquiries have attracted atten¬ 
tion In other States. Indianapolis has 
had the subject under discussion, and 
it has been the occasion of review 
by the courts, the result of which was 
unpleasant to the advocates of cheaper 
gas. though the question is still very 
much alive.* I 11 Illinois the gas ques¬ 
tion was under discussion for months 
during the session of the Legislature. 
Many bills were Introduced and killed, 
but one or two got through on the laat 
day of the session. 

In New York the gas question has 
got Into politics, and the future of the 
controversy is yet somewhat uncer¬ 
tain. As nothing has yet been conclud¬ 
ed, and as the feeling Is strong, it is 
likely to cut considerable figure. In 
Philadelphia the raid attempted by the 
gas company, not yet wholly aban¬ 
doned. might pluy some part In pol¬ 
itics were It not for the fact that the 
returns there are wholly under the con¬ 
trol of the "gang." But the persist¬ 
ence with which the most vuluable 
franchises are given away has un¬ 
doubtedly strengthened the sentiment 
in the State for better election laws by 
which the majority would stand a 
chance of getting their way, should 
they ever rebel against the organized 
grafters. 


Contentious About Gas. 

It lit worthy of notice to what a de¬ 
gree the cost of gas to consumers has 
recently been the subject of conten¬ 
tion !n legislative bodies and munic- 
RmI circles. In New York there wus 
a thorough investigation, but an at¬

The Professor In Court. 

The position of a profotaor in a col¬ 
lege or university is one of great dig¬ 
nity and of a potency for usefulness 
hardly exc<-eded by any other. "Tl. » 
schoolmaster abroad" has long been 
the formula to denote enlightenment 
and progress, and the profeasor is a 
schoolmaster supposed to be of higher 
grade. The great Agassiz, however, 
laid no Fin.es on the superiority of the 
professor over ocher school masters. 
When asked In some investigation what 
was his occupation he modestly an¬ 
swered "teacher." It is a distinction to 
be a teacher, and if one is worthy of 
the name It Is enough. 

These truths do not lack recognition, 
but somehow there has sprung up a 
sort, of prejudice against professors 
which makes the title of doubtful hon¬ 
or in the minds of many. This Us not 
to mean that it has been claimed by a 
great many who have no right to it. 
but who uepe it as a cover for various 
kinds of fads and frauds. This may 
happen to any title, and proves noth¬ 
ing at all. The wounds Inflicted on 
the name of professor have been due to 
men whose right to use it is not dis¬ 
puted. Every few doys some absurd 
utterance gets into the newspapers and 
Is credited to a member of the faculty 
of some college or university. Some of 
these report* are Incorrect. # but too 
many of them are fully confirmed. Th? 
Indiscreet utterances of .comparatively 
few men seeking notoriety by making 
themselves sponsors for extreme opin¬ 
ions have had the effect of discrediting 
a much larger number who go on from 
day to day attending to their own busi¬ 
ness and leading live* of modest use¬ 
fulness. 

Prof. Oscar Lovell Trlggs, Doctor of 
Philosophy and late Professor of Eng¬ 
lish Literature In the University of Chi- 
cugb. is one of these teachers tlhat have 
often been heard of In the press as set¬ 
ting forth extreme opinions on various 
subjects. He was credited with "swat¬ 
ting" Longfellow and Whittier and in¬ 
stituting comparisons between Shakes¬ 
peare and John D. Rockfeller, which 
were distinctly unfavorable to the Bard 
of Avon. After this hud gone on some 
time his services were dispensed with 
by the university. Then In an evil hour 
he decided to bring a suit for damages 
against the New York Sun, n paper 
that had given much prominence to his 
alleged utterances and had comineiHed 
upon them In a characteristic manner 
Triggs did not appreciate the fun which 
the Sun had at hh» expense und alleged 
In his comp taint that Its attacks had 
cost him his position. When the case 
was heard tlie jury gave him six cents 
damage*. As under New York law 
this would have left Trlggs liable to 
pay the com. the Jury when apprised 
of this reluctantly Increased the vkrdlct 
to $50. 

But the greatest Interest In the trial 
was the cross-examination of Trlggs 
himself, lie was led on to oay th»t he 
was very familiar with Romeo and 
Juliet and had received offers to lec¬ 
ture upon the play. But he could not 
tell In what city the scene was laid. 
He was equally unable to respond to 
the question* "Who was Tybalt? Who 
wus Benvollo? Who was Mercutlo? 
Nor could he tell the names of the 
two great houses whose quarrel forms 
so Urge a part of the drama. 

Mr. Triggs also claimed some famili¬ 
arity with Whittier, but ho could not 


tell who wa» the author of the lines 
"Of all sod words of tongue or pen." 
etc. He sold he had heard of "Bar- 
b.uro. Fttltchle," but he could no* rec¬ 
ognize the opening lines of the poem 
or tell who was the author. This sys¬ 
tem of cross-examination wae contin¬ 
ued at considerable length, much to 
the discomfiture of the professor. A 
failure In some cases would not have 
been particularly discreditable, but be 
made wo many failure* as to Impair his 
claim of familiarity with English liter¬ 
ature. 

There are *till a number of college 
professors who are seeking notoriety 
by getting sensational statements Into 
the newspapers. They are entirely 
mistaken If they believe that this adds 
to their reputations. They will all do 
well to note the case of I’rof. Triggs 
and govern themselves .accordingly. It 
will be better for themselves and they 
will also avoid bringing reproach upon 
a noble profession. 


The Coal Output. 

Th© preliminary report of Mr. Edward 
W. Barker, statistician of the United 
States Geological Bureau. Just Issued, 
shows that the production of coal last 
ycur amounted to S61.196.7S3 short tons, 
having a total value at the mines of 
S445.643.528. Large, however, as this 
seems, it shows a falling off of over 
six million short tons in quantity and 
over SS8.000.000 In value. This Is ex¬ 
plained as having been a natural reac¬ 
tion from the abnormal activity existing 
In 1903 throughout the mining regions. 
011 account of the exhaustion of all coal 
stocks on hand by the memorable strike 
of 1902. In order to renew the stocks 
and at the same time to provide fuel 
for Immediate use, the coal mines In 
1903 were pushed to their utmost ca¬ 
pacity. This resulted In the unprece¬ 
dented output In th* latter year of 857,- 
356.416 short tons, accompanied with 
higher prices, showing a total Increase 
in the value of the output of $136,(MM,- 
000 over that of 1902. The production of 
1904, notwithstanding (he deficit as com¬ 
pared with the output of the previous 
year, exhibits a normal Increase as com¬ 
pared with the annual production dur¬ 
ing the ten preceding years. The aver¬ 
age price for all coal mined in 1904 was 
$1.37 per ton as compared with $1.41 In 
1903 and $1.22 in 1902. 

The table giving the output by States 
shows that coal Is produced in twenty- 
one Stales, of which the only ones whkh 
increased their production In 1904 were 
West Virginia, Indiana. Kentucky, 
Iowa, Kansas and Wyoming. Pennsyl¬ 
vania still leads the column with 97,- 
916,733 tons, with Illinois second, show¬ 
ing 35,990,796 tons; West Virginia. 32.- 
332,385; Ohio, 24,415,024. and Indian*. 
10.929.908, and Kentucky seventh with 
7,559,940 tons. Colorado. Iowa and Kan¬ 
sas follow next, each with about a 
million tons less than Kentucky, which 
preserves its status wdth an increase 
over the preceding year of over 20.000 
tons. The Increase In production of coal 
since 1880. from which year the tabula¬ 
tion begins, until the present exhibit, 
has been about 600 per cent, or at the 
rate of somewhat over 20 per cent, p^r 
year During the past year mining op¬ 
erations were Impeded by but few 
strikes, embracing limited areas, and 
entailing comparatively little loss elthrr 
to miners or operators.

"Ornamenting silly views with self- 
conscious wit" is good. That la Shaw 
exactly. More and more are people 
measuring this artificial and spectacular 
performer at his true value and smiling 
at the value he puts on his own ego- 
maniacal self.

The right to look at the ballots cast 
In the recent Democratic primary dots 
not lie with the grand Jury and it will 
not be allowed to open the buxes. Judge 
Joseph Pryor, of the Criminal Court, 
yesterday handed down an opinion in 
which he held that the ballot boxes are 
to be opened only by the committee 
trying a contested election and the 
grand Jury has no right or power to 
touch the boxes tn any Investigation it 
may be conducting.

The grand Jury had asked Judge Pry¬ 
or for permission to open the boxes 
and examine the ballots. He requested 
opinions from A. P. Humphrey, Norton 
L. Goldsmith. J. T O’Neal and David 
W Baird. The opinions were given last 
Monday and all except Mr. O'Neal ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the Jury could 
not tourh the ballots. The grand Jury 
wilt continue Its investigation of the 
alleged frauds In the primary, a num¬ 
ber of additional witnesses having been 
summoned.

The following 1* the opinion of Judge 
Pryor, given yesterday: 

Borne days ago you requested me to 
have the ballot boxes brought before your 
tribunal with a view of Investigating the 
mod* of conducting the election held In 
this city nnd county on the 25th of April. 
1906 Recognising tho Importance of the 
question. I called to my eld the advice 
of able counsel, and. after full, fair and 
complete investigation, they have been 
kind enough to give me their views upon 
thl* question. v|*., th<* power of the court 
to have the ballot bogi* hi ought before 
your tribunal for Inspection 

Beet Ion 147 of our present Constitution 
provide*. In part as follows: 

“All elections held by the people shall 
be bv secret officii I bullot furnished by 
public authority to the voters at the polls 
ond marked \y each voter In private nt 
the polls and then and therc denoslted.” 
Continuing “The first General Assembly 
held after the adoption of this Constitu¬ 
tion shall pas* nil necessary laws to en¬ 
force this provision, and shall provide 
that persons llllternto. blind or In anyway 
disabled may have their ballots marked 
os herein provided." 

• • • 

Mn3t Be Secret Ballot. 

Thus it will be seen that under the Con¬ 
stitution the election must be “by norret 
official ballot.” The framers of that in¬ 
strument frr.m motives of public policy, 
and the Legislature of our State carrying 
out it* mandates, passed laws regulating 
the secret !>n!lot. In Cooley's Constitu¬ 
tional Limitations, seventh edition, pp. 
910. 911 and 912. we find thl* language: 

"That every voter Is enabled to secure 
nnd preserve the most complete and In¬ 
violable secrecy in regard to the persona 
for whom he votes, and thus escape th«* 
Influence which, under th© system of oral 
suffrage, may be brought to bear upon 
hint with h view to overpower and Intimi¬ 
date, and thus prevent the real expression 
of public sentiment." Continuing: "The 
courts have held that a voter, even In a 
case of a contested election, cannot be 
< «*mnelled to disclose for whom he voted 
Public policy requires thut tho veil of 
secrecy should be Inpenetrable. and his 
ballot Is absolutely privileged.” 

Whether or not this syst.-m of voting 
has answered the expectations of ftp 
friends and champions, nnd Is further re- 
nvivod from fraud than the viva voce sys¬ 
tem. Is not necessary to be discussed. The 
* ffcct of afi IcgMntlon in reference to 
elections In a form of government like 
ours, where the people select their rulers 
or official*, is to enable the voter to cast 
his suffrage In accordance with his own 
Judgment, and It is the duty of rvery offi¬ 
cial. ns well as luyrusn. to aid In the ac¬ 
complishment of thl* object regardless of 
results. 

• • • 

Courts Are Powerless. 


In my opinion, however, the courts are 
powerless to do that which the legisla¬ 
ture of the Btnto forbids. And to open 
the ballot boxes, or remove the secrecy 
coupled with this right of franchise. Is a 
power which no court or other tribunal 
can exercise unless vested with this right 
bj an • M'i**vs enactment of the Legisla¬ 
ture. To assume this right would be to de¬ 
stroy the very object the framers of the 
Constitution find In view when abandon¬ 
ing the viva voce system. The law previ¬ 
ously enacted by th© Legislature* of our 
State required all ballot* when counted, 
and the result announced, to be at once 
destroyed, *0 there was no mode pointed 
out by which on Inspection of the ballots 
could be had, ns the ballots no longer ex¬ 
isted. The Legislature, for some reason, 
and doubtless for the purpose of having 
the evidence thut could be adduced 

in election contests, passed thl* law. 
which Is embodied In Section 14452 of the 
Kentucky Statutes, und is in substuneo 
as follows: 

• • • 

Ballots Must Be Preserved. 


“The Judge and Sheriff (to whom the 
ballot boxes have been delivered) shall re¬ 
tain the keys for the period of six 
months, at which time. If thcr* hu* not 
been a contest filed, they shall deliver the 
kevs to the County Court Clerk, together 
with the county election seal, and It shall 
be hts duty to destroy the suld ballots; 
provided, however, if there be a contest. 
wh**n the Judge and Sheriff of th* differ¬ 
ent precincts who hold the keys to the 


Primary elections me controlled and 
governed by the same statute, nnd in ev¬ 
ery case of contest In iflerenee to a reg¬ 
ular elect Ion or to a primary election th* 
officers named in Section 1.472 must de 
liver the boxes to the court or tribunal 
having the control of und Jurisdiction to 
hear uud determine thr coriteut. 

By this statute the Legislature has con¬ 
ferred the sole power on the tribunal fund 
no other) hearing the contest to op -n the 
ballot boxes, and there for the first time 
Its contents become a matter of public 
Interest and open to Inspection, and us 
evidence. If any disclosed, against thus-- 
who violate the election laws. Tb*' right# 
of these directly Interested, th** contest¬ 
ants iumI conlestces. are protected, and 
the Stat** and county as well. If fraud Is 
developed by an Inspection of the 1 al¬ 
lots. Heavy penalties are Imposed rn 
those who violate our election laws, and 
while the purity us well an tho secrecy 
of the ballot must be maintained. It would 
\f an anomaly In any judicial proceeding 
or any tribunal having Jurisdiction to 
open the ballot boxes to further adjudge 
that when the rights of tbs contestants 
are determined that the lids of the boxes 
ure again closed or the ballots destroyed, 
ns they can evidence nothing else but 
the frauds practiced by the friends of the 
one candidate upon th*' friends of the oth¬ 
er The Sheriffs. Clerks aud custodians 
of the ballots are relieved of afi respon 
slt.lUty when they deliver the boxes to 
the tribunal haring Jurisdiction # over the 
contest, nnd when by these contests may 
be shown If any wrong has been c«*mmlt- 
ted against those who violate tb© ©let tlOB 
law*, the veil of secrecy once removed 
cannot be replscod to protect those who 
violate the law.

EASY IF YOU KNOW HOW. 


(Washington Telegram to the Baltimore 
American.) 

An official of th© Treasury Department 
connected with tho Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, where the paper money of 
this country Is printed, achieved a repu¬ 
tation recently as a lightning calculator. 
He would ask a friend to take a bank 
note—of denomination from 1 tq 10—and 
put down the figure which is printed in 
blue in the upper rlght-hund portion of 
the note. Then he would ask for the 
privilege of a moment's glance at the 
bank note. Then, with a very superior 
air, he would state whether the figure on 
th© hank note was divisible by four, or. If 
not, what the remainder would be. Ho 
caused amazement by his unvarying ac¬ 
curacy. 

The explanation of the official’s light¬ 
ning accuracy Is very simple. In the up¬ 
per left-hand portion of every bank notp 
there Is printed cither the letter A. the 
letter B. the letter C or the letter D, 
This letter bears an Intimate relation to 
the figuro which Is printed on the right- 
hand portion of the note. If the serial 
number on the right-hand aide of the 
noto 1* evenly divisible by four, th© letter 
on the left-hand side of the not© Is a D. 
Hence It Is easy to figure out that when 
the serial figure Is not evenly divisible by 
four tfie other three letters Indicate tho 
remainder, the A showing that tho re 
omlnder, after dividing by four, will bo 
I; the B that ft will be 3: the C that It 
will be 8; the D that It wifi be 4; or, as 
stated, that tho serial number la evenly 
divisible by 4. 


EGOTISM OF THE KAISER. 


[New York Press.) 

“The whole w»»rld Is In a tremble when 
I trnvel," said the Emperor of Germany 
when he reached Tangier on his recent 
trip and heard of the comment of the 
European press on his movements. The 
Hamburg - American liner Hamburg, 
which conveyed the Emperor, sailed for 
this port directly after leaving him in 
Naples and arrived here early yesterday, 
when news of tho Kaiser’s remark leaked 
out.

When the ship reached Tangier a heavy 
sea prevented the royal party from land¬ 
ing, and a large quantity of correspon 
donee for the Emperor was brought on 
tKiard. In it w**ro several telegrams 
which referred to comment at the French 
capital on his trip. 

As he read them the Emperor re¬ 
marked:

NEGRO AT THE NORTH 

AND AT THE SOUTH. 


[New York Sun.] 

We printed the other day a letter from 
a negro complaining that colored commu¬ 
nicants of a chapel of the Episcopal 
Church in this town had been formally 
notified by the vicar to go separately from 
the whites to the chancel rail to receive 
the communion. At th© Episcopal Church 
Congress, now Hi session in Brooklyn. 
“I’ll© Future of tho ^Negro in America" 
was the subject for discussion last even¬ 
ing. 

We put together these two Incidents us 
an Introduction to u subject brought to 
our attention by a colored man of Rich¬ 
mond. Vn. It concerns the attitude of the 
lute Gen. Fitshugli Lee t«»wnrd the negro 
race, and. us our correspondent expresses 
It. “the attitude of the most progressive 
negroes of the South toward those whites 
wtic* are liberal in their views nnd treat¬ 
ment of the negroes." For this purpose 
he incloses articles from four of the “col¬ 
ored papers* ’of Richmond on the death 
of lhat distinguished reptes©ntnUve of the 
old “shvvoholdtng aristocracy" of the 
South, as It Is called. 

The negro editor of the Planet snya that 
“tho beat elements of this State ure 
shocked und mourn the country’s loss," 
for FUzhugh Lae “represented u typo of 
the old South that Is slowly but surely 
passing away." “W© coutd trust ’Fit* 
Lee,* " he proceeds. “HU name is a com¬ 
mon heritage, and tho ’hand In ebony* 
yearns to place a garland on his tomb." 
“Mirny a candle In 11 lonely black man’s 
tgibln burned brightly when It was ascer¬ 


tained that his election as Governor was 
secure." 

Similar sentiment* are expressed by the 
Reformer, another paper edited by n ne¬ 
gro. An organ of the negro Baptists 
speaks of Fltzhugh as “too grent to 
be owned or claimed solely by any special 
class of the people;” us “the embodiment 
of ufi that is best in five people of to¬ 
day;" 

“While true to the whites, he was nev¬ 
ertheless friendly to th© colored people 
His gubernatorial r*lgn In Virginia was 
marked by his kindness to our people. 
During these memorable days there was 
no clashing between the races, no ’Jim 
Crow' cars, no disfranchisement of the 
colored voters, but a harmony, tran- 
qutility und freedom which Inspired pa¬ 
triotism und devotion In the hearts of nil 
the citizens of our gresit Commonwealth." 

“He wus a Virginia gentleman, a whit© 
man With a white heart," says the St. 
Luke Herald, and “tin negroes of Vir¬ 
ginia honored and loved him;" “In the 
death of Fltzhugh L«m>. our former Gov¬ 
ernor. sympathetic and manly, the negre 
heart of Virginia swells nnd pulsates with 
deep and sympathetic regret." 

These are Instructive cxprcaslont pf ne¬ 
gro sentiment. They Indicate the great re¬ 
spect and affection which the negroes of 
th© South feel for a gentleman who by 
Instinct la considerate of those to whom 
he Is Intellectually and socially superior 
whether they are white or black. Do th©>* 
not suggest the true method for the »o!u- 
tlun of the negro problem 7 i x

In her 
eighty-third year. Mr*. Payne’s father 
was Elijah Harlan, uuclc of Justice 
Harlan, of the United States Supreme 
Court. Her mother was Miss Sallle 
Moore, aunt of Judge Jumoi Z. Moon*, 
of Spokane. Sh* wnts born at lianvilie, 
Ky. Most of her life was spent in Ken¬ 
tucky and Mississippi. In the latter 
State Dr. William Payne, her husband, 
u physician of eminence nnd worth. l*»st 
hi* life ut the post of duty from yellow 
fever In one of the early yellow fever 
epidemics.

SUCCESSOR NOT YET CHOSEN. 


Retirement of Head of Navy Depart¬ 
ment Long Understood Between 
Him and the President.

Washington, May 13.—[Special.]—A 
Washington special to the Herald says: 

Paul Morton, Secretary of the Navy, 
stated to-day* In response to questions 
prompted by reports that he would 
soon retire from the Cabinet, that he 
did not Intend to leave public life un¬ 
til next fall. That he would do so then, 
he said, was a matter which had long 
been tunderstood between him and the 
President. Mr. Morton Is planning to 
go abroad In June. The question of 
his successor has not been considered, 
although In the Middle West there have 
been reports that T. H. Newberry', of 
Detroit, Mich.. w*ho has accepted the 
office of AsslKtnnt Secretary of the 
Navy, Is destined to become Its head. 

Although os a railroad officer, Mr. 
Morton had admitted the giving of re¬ 
bates, he proved one of the strongest 
supporters of Government legislation 
to regulate railroad rates. It was upon 
his frank admission of the facts that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
obtained the Issuance of an Injunction 
against the Santa Fe system to pre¬ 
vent the giving of rebates. 

The fact that Mr. Morton admitted 
giving rebates, which practice, as In¬ 
dulged In by nearly all railroads, the 
President has set about to obviate by 
legislation, caused much talk about Mr. 
Morton's tenure of office. The begin¬ 
ning of proceedings against the Santa 
Fe system caused more talk. That any 
coldness existed between Mr. Morton 
and the President, however, was dis¬ 
proved by President Roosevelt's state¬ 
ment to him yesterday, when he said: 

"I read y*our speeches on the rail¬ 
road rate question. Mr. Morton, and ap¬ 
prove of them. We are working to 
the same end, although, perhaps, 
through different avenues.’* 

Secretary Morton Is not ready to an¬ 
nounce plans for his retirement from 
public life.

SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM 


BY NO MEANS A TASK FOR CON¬ 
VENTION TO UNDERTAKE. 


VARIOUS REPORTS ARE READ. 


Jefferson City. Mo., May 13.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Gov. Folk to-day mads the fol¬ 
iowring statement concerning the negro 
lynching In Southeast Missouri: 

"No matter how deserving of death 
the negro may have been, or how das¬ 
tardly the crime.

Kansas City, Mo., May 13.—"It Is no 
affair of this convention to solve the 
so-called negro problem. It Is our duty 
to find our duty and recognize and dis¬ 
charge It. God will take care of the 
problem.” 

Dr. L. O. Dawson, of Alabama, chair¬ 
man of a commission appointed at the 
Nashville convention a year ago to In¬ 
vestigate work among the negroes, de¬ 
livered his report before the annual 
Southern Baptist convention, now* In 
session In this city. The above declara¬ 
tion. with which Dr. Dawson opened 
his report, caused something of a sur¬ 
prise, and his report, as he continued, 
was listened to with unusual Interest. 
Continuing the report said: "No fixed 
policy can with wisdom be adopted by 
a convention dealing with a shifting 
problem. A plan pre-eminently wise 
to-day might be foolish to-morrow. In 
all our policies there should he an elas¬ 
ticity that would render adjustment or 
entire change not only possible but 
easy. 

"By far the greatest force in leading 
the negro up from savagery has been 
his varied contact with Christian white 
men and women. In this day personal 
contact with the negro Is necessary to 
our Southern life, lies our greatest op¬ 
portunity to help him, and herein la 
found our chief duty. It Is largely an 
Individual duty, vastly more important 
than any educational or missionary 
scheme this or any other convention 
can adopt. By pulpit and press, by 
every force known to Christian en¬ 
deavor, this convention should urge our 
people to perform this Individual, 
every-day, home duty. This, with fair 
and Just treatment In all the affairs of 
life, will be well-nigh the measure of 
our obligation. This will help to self- 
help and to self-respect. The negro 1 b 
no longer a slave and should be no 
longer a ward. Upon this point your 
committee rests Its chief emphasis and 
Its most earnest recommendation. 

"The Southern Baptist convention 
should stand, as It has alw'ays stood, 
for the application of every possible 
uplifting agency to the negro situation, 
and therefore should welcome every 
contribution from whatever source for 
the proper education of the negroes. 

*niong these contributions Is the 
$130,000.000 paid by tho Southern States 
through taxation for this purpose."

Thev especially 
object to a financial basin of represen¬ 
tation, Insisting that the churches as 
such shall elect all delegates.

Vyhlle most of the protestors 
are inndmarkers." it was said thnt the 
leading men known by that name are 
heartily In co-operation with Southern 
Baptist convention.

SESSION ENDED 


IS WARNER INSANE ? 


RAILWAY CONGRESS ADJOURNS 
FOR FIVE YEARS. 


Conclusions Adopted On Several 
Questions of General Interest In 
the Transportation Business. 


Washington. May 13.—The seventh 
session of the International Railway 
Congress ended here to-day. Its eighth 
session will meet In Berne. Switzerland, 
five years hence. The final meeting re¬ 
sulted In the adoption of the remaining 
five conclusions recommended by the 
sections; the re-election of all of the 
officers of the permanent commission 
of the congress; the addition of four 
members to the permanent commission 
from the American section, and the ap¬ 
pointment of two adltlonal members 
from Germany. The American quota 
of the permanent commission now 
numbers nine. The new names added 
to-day were Paul Morton, Secretary' of 
the Navy; George W. Stevens, presi¬ 
dent of the Chesapeake and Ohio rail¬ 
way; Charles M. Hays, second vice 
president and general manager of the 
Grand Trunk railway, and Frank Barr, 
third vice president of the Boston and 
Maine railway. The two added on the 
German quota are Messrs. Petri and 
Sarre. 

The conclusions adopted were on the 
topics of rails for lines with fast trains; 
concrete and imbedded metal for con¬ 
struction purposes; provident Institu¬ 
tions; automatic couplers and electric 
traction. As to provident Institutions, 
the conclusion Included the recom¬ 
mendation that the employes should 
have the utmost liberty of action In 
such matters, and that contributions 
for disabilities and superannuation 
should be made on the strictly scientific 
methods of Insurance.

COMMISSION MAY BE ASKED FOR 
TO MAKE INQUIRY. 


Condemned Man SayB He la Sorry 
Enough Now He Killed 
Pulaski Leeds. 


Efforts In behalf of George B. War¬ 
ner, condemned to be hanged next Fri¬ 
day at sunrise for the murder of Pu¬ 
laski Leeds, are being redoubled by 
his counsel and friends. Yesterday J. 
Solinger, who defended Warner. Btatod 
that if the Governor refuses to Inter¬ 
fere the courts will be asked to ap¬ 
point a commission to Inquire Into 
Warner’s sanity. If the commission Is 
appointed Jailer Pfian* and Prison 
Evangelist. Rev. George Herr, will be 
called on to testify. Their testimony 
will be as to the man's conduct dur¬ 
ing his Imprisonment. 

In the meantime members of the dif¬ 
ferent trgdes unions are preparing to 
bring influence to bear for executive 
clemency, and say they will not de¬ 
sist until they are successful or It Is 
too late to save him. 

When Informed last night of the ef¬ 
forts of his friends Warner expressed 
his pleasure at their kindness, but said 
he Is prepared for the worst. Hls man¬ 
ner and speech are Intense, but hls 
hand Is cool and hls grasp firm. 

T have no fear," he said. "1 sleep 
well at night, for my conscience Is 
clear. I never knowingly wronged any 
man. When I committed the deed I 
must have been beside myself. I could 
not have done such a thing willfully. 
A man, you know, can be -driven be¬ 
yond the limit of endurance. I am 
sorry now that 1 committed the act.”

LETTER FROM ARBITRATION 
COMMITTEE IS REFERRED. 


Sheet Metal Workers Pass It Up To 
the General Executive Com¬ 
mittee. 


Holding that the letter addressed to 
their union by the arbitration commit¬ 
tee of the Louisville Federation of I.a- 
bor was the property of the General 
Executive Committee, the Sheet Metal 
Workers’ Union, No. 110, refused to take 
action at a meeting held last night and 
referred the communication to the Exec¬ 
utive Committee, which meets this af¬ 
ternoon. The letter was In answer to 
an appeal made by the union that the 
Arbitration Committee take up their 
strike, and stated that the committee 
did not consider that the questions, 
which have arisen in the strike, could 
be taken up as the committee had al¬ 
ready decided that It Is In favor of the 
"open shop." 

At the meeting It vraa announced that 
forty new* members had Joined the un¬ 
ion during the past week and that not 
a man had deserted and entered a non¬ 
union shop. J. E. Merrick, president 
of the union, stated that between thirty 
and forty of their men would leave 
Louisville In the next few days to fill 
positions secured for them In other cit¬ 
ies. Some of these men will go to In¬ 
dianapolis, Pittsburg and Los Angeles 
Mr. Merrick further declared that a 
number of the employers had conceded 
to the demands and somc^ of the men 
had already returned to work In these 
shops.

FIGHT JEFFRIES 


Should He Ketire From 
the Hint; It Would Be 
Unusual. 


JIM MACE FIRST ON RECORD 


^To Voluntarily Surrender the TitU 
of Heavyweight Champion¬ 
ship of the World. 


WHAT GEORGE SILER SAYS. 


P ROVIDED Champion J^m Jeffrtaa 
lives up to his statement that he 
will renounce the prize rtng on 
May 15 be will be the flrat heavy¬ 
weight pugilist to retire with the title of 
champion trince the days of Jim Maca, 
nearly thirty-four years ago. says George 
Slier. Mace won the world’s heavyweight 
championship. London prize ring rules, by 
defeating Tom Allen on May 10, 1170. Th» 
battle took place near New Orleans, Maoe 
winning In the tenth round after forty- 
four minutes ol hard and clever fight¬ 
ing. 

The battle brought to lb* ringside (ha 
best-known sporting and fistic men In tho 
country, but the principals In the affair, 
with the exception of Mace and Al Smith, 
have passed the great divide. Mace's at¬ 
tendants were Jim Cusick and Jerry Don¬ 
ovan. with John C. Keenan as hla umpire. 
Allen was seconded by Joe Cobum and 
Sherman Thurston, with “Dad” Ryan as 
umpire. Rufus Hunt officiated as refer¬ 
ee, and Al 8m!th held the watch. On May 
11. 1371. Mace and Joe Cobum met for 
the championship at Port Dover, C. W.. 
but after dancing around the ring for 
one hour and seventeen minutes without 
muklng an attempt to fight the high Sher¬ 
iff of the countj* stepped Into the ring 
and commanded hostilities to stop tit 
once. Referee "Dick” Holywood. the ban¬ 
tamweight champion of America, ordered 
the men to fight It out at Kansas City, 
Mo., on June 2. but a a he overstepped 
the roles by not ordering the men to re¬ 
new the battle within a week Cobum re¬ 
fused to obey the mandate, but offered 
to fight within twenty-four or forty-eight 
hours. 

Mace preceded to the place appointed, 
and os Cobum failed to appear the refer¬ 
ee decided that Mace woe entitled to th* 
stakes. Stakeholder Harry Hill, however, 
refused to give them up. and finally a new 
match «uj arranged. This battle took 
place at Bay St. Ix»u1s. Miss., on Novem¬ 
ber 30. 1871, and resulted in a draw. Th« 
men put up a fair sort of a battle for 
eleven rounds, but stalled so much tn th« 
twelfth session that Referee Rufus Hunt 
stepped Into the ring and declared th« 
fight a draw*, expresalng the opinion that 
"one was afraid and the other daresn’t.” 

That was Mooe's last fight, and he was 
forty years old when he concluded to re¬ 
tire. The odd fellow Is still In the land 
of the living and recently took part In a 
boxing entertainment In England, donning 
the mitts for a four-round bout with % 
young heavyweight. 

• • • 

Too Old To Fight 


Mace retired because be thought he wa# 
too old to fight, and Jeffries, If he stand* 
by his statement, wtU retire because 
there Is no one ftor him to fight. It was 
expected by him and others that Marvin 
Hart would prove In his reoer* battle 
with Jack Johneon lie was made up of 
championship timber, but hts showing 
against the Mg black did not warrant h!* 
being pitted agaliwt the champion. Three 
months ago Marvin, outside of Johnson* 
was rewlly the osily Mg man In the bual- 
nvee to talk shop to Jeffries, but as ho 
foiled to deliver the good#, and a# there 
la no one In sight capable of giving the 
ex-boUennoiier an argument, his cham¬ 
pionship title from a pugUlstlc viewpoint 
Is worthiest Such being the ease, a 
short sketch of hh» fistic career is ap¬ 
propriate. 

Born at Carroll. O.. on April 15. 1575, ho 
was taken to California when quite young 
and started battling for money In a boiler 
shop at l a* Angeles. Reports say ho 
could tlrht a few lines before he 'loaned 
a mitt, and on hH* local reputation as 
a rough and ready scrapper drifted to San 
Francisco looking fv*r real 'pugilistic trou¬ 
ble. This was in 1896. and a# Alec Greg- 
galns’ fcaloon, with its ujuitalrs boxing 
shop, wus the headquarter* for aspiring 
“pugs," Jeff dropped tn on Alec, made 
known hie> wants, and wus plted aguirvrt 
one Dan Long, whom he dropped for the 
count. In the second round. Billy De¬ 
laney saw the husky boilermaker yo 
through his fistic stunt, looked him over 
ca. re fully, and concluded he i>oe<*es»ed tna 
maklnkb of a champion. When the Fltz- 
slmmons-Uorbett match was on Delaney 
induced CorUrtt to take Jeff into h4« csimp 
and t lie re Is no doubt he learned a trick 
or two from the clever Corbett. 

• • • 

Battles He Won. 


The month following the Corbett-Flts- 
stmmons bottle Jeffries knocked out Vim 
Busklrk In two rounds, and a month 
later he stopped Henry Baker In nine 
rounds. On July 17 he held Gus Ruhlln 
to a twenty-round draw, ond on Novem¬ 
ber & he broke even with Joe Choynskl 
over the some route. On February 28, 
189S. he defeated Peter jAckson In thre* 
rounds, and exactly a month later trim¬ 
med Pete Everett In three rounds. Torn 
Sharkt-y bumped against him on May 6 
and was compelled to take tho loser ■ 
end of the purse at the end of the twen¬ 
tieth round. All of these battles took 
place In California, and Delaney, think¬ 
ing him good enough to beat all the sec¬ 
ond raters, took him to New York and 
matched him to stop Bob Armstrong and 
Steve O’Donnell in ten rounds each with¬ 
out leaving the ring Steve, however; 
wus in no condition to fulfill his part 
of the contract, and Jeff made a miser¬ 
able failure of It trying to knock out 
Bob In the time limit- Despite this, the 
referee awarded him the verdict, but 
Jeff’s pugilistic stock dropped below par 
This contest took place on August o. and 
Mg Jim hied himself back to the coast 
and was practically forgotten until BUI 
Brady matched him to fight Bob EB** 
slmmons for the championship Jeffries 
record, or rather hla showing against 
Armstrong, did not warrant his fighting 
Fitzsimmons for the highest honors of 
the prlxe ring, so when he entered the 
ring at Coney Island on the night of 
June 9. 1 m. he was a rank outsider in 
the betting He beat old Bob in the elev¬ 
enth round, and on November 3 defeated 
Tom Sharkey In a fierce and hotly con¬ 
tested twenty-five round bnttte On April 
i, 1900. he knocked out Jack Finnegan at 
Detroit in the first round, and on Mitt 
11 he stopped Jim Corbett at Coney Ij# 
land In the twenty^-thlrd round. 

Championship Spurs. 


Ho returned to California after that 
battle and on September 17, Iftll. he beat 
Hank Griffin at Ijos Angeles In four 
rounds, and a week later he knocked out 
his present sparring partner. Joe Ken¬ 
nedy. in two rounds. His next champion¬ 
ship battle took place at Frisco on No¬ 
vember 15. and was with Gus Kuhlln. 
whom he stopped In five rounds. On July 
25. 1«C. he knocked out Bob Fltxalmmons 
in eight rounds, and on August 14. 1903. 
he beat Jim Corbett In ten rounds. He 
failed to stop Jack Monroe at Butte In 
four rounds In the .*^52° 

vear. but on August 26. 1904. he made the 
ex-miner cry quits In leas than flve min¬ 
utes This was Jeffries’ last battle, and 
If he retires on May 15 he will step down 
and out with no black marks n*alnst his 
record and as the best heavyweight fight¬ 
er that ever pulled off a sweater, nnd also 
with tho credit of having, as a champion, 
having fought more championship bat¬ 
tles in a shorter space of time than any 
heavvwelght In the history of pugilism. 
He won his championship spurs by de¬ 
feating Fltxelmmona In is»i and follow* 
ed It up with victories over Sharkey, 
Corbett. Ruhlln. Fitzsimmons, Corbett 
and Moiyott, swea big batUcs wJ’Uq five 
ytari.

PRESIDENT DENIES CLEMENCY 
TO J. M. M’KNIGHT. 


Mattel's Friends Have Been Assidu¬ 
ous In Their Endeavor To Pro¬ 
cure His Release. 


Washington, May 13.—[Special ]—Pres. 
Ident Roosevelt this morning denied the 
application for pardon of J. M. Mc- 
Knlght, the ex-banker of Louisville, 
now in the penitentiary at Atlanta, 
serving a six-year sentence. The Pres¬ 
ident made no comment on the case, 
hut coufined himself to a simple In¬ 
dorsement on the papers approving the 
recommendation of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral that clemency be denied. Me* 
Knight's friends have been assiduous 
In their efforts In his behalf. 

Pletrlct Judge Evans. In whose court 
McKnlght was convicted, and District 
Attorney Hill both refused to recom¬ 
mend a pardon In the case. The mat¬ 
ter had heen before the Department of 
Justice before, and a conclusion was 
reached unfavorable to McKnlght, but 
Ms friends succeeded in gettnlg it re 
opened. This morning the papers were 
sent over to the White House. The 
President merely refreshed his recollec¬ 
tion by glancing over them, ns he has 
practically had the case under consid¬ 
eration for months. It Is understood 
that the President felt that he could 
not conscientiously grant the relief ask¬ 
ed for. 

The Presklent also denied a pardon 
to T. T. Brady, who aided a bookkeep¬ 
er of the First National Bank of Nash¬ 
ville, Tenn.. In misappropriating about 
150,000 of the funds of that bank.

The rainstorm In Jeffersonville yes¬ 
terday was little less than a cloudburst. 
Considerable damage was done, the 
homes of many people being flooded. 
The streets became lakes and the sewer 
built on Court avenue to drain the low 
land at Locust street failed to perform 
its mission, and water stood on top 
of the street almost up to the CAr qteps. 
The saloon of William Llnck was flood¬ 
ed, as were other houses In the neigh¬ 
borhood. The sewer connects with a 
larger one at Spring street, and the 
latter was not large enough to carry 
off the water as fast as It fell. 

On Franklin square, just east of the 
courthouse, water got Into the homes 
of Mrs. Sarah C. Sample and Thomas 
Kern. Kern left his house Just before 
the rain began to fall„ and when he 
returned %hls home was entirely sur¬ 
rounded by water. His garden was 
ruined and others In the neighborhood 
suffered a like experience. It Is claimed 
the city Is to blame for the overflow 
on account of the Improvement of 
Court avenue and damage suits are 
threatened. At Wood alley and Eighth 
streets two negro families were forced 
from their homes by the water en¬ 
croaching on them. At Stemler's dairy 
considerable damage was done. 

Michigan uvenue and Eighth streets 
were Inundated and a bridge was 
washed away. Ohio avenue suffered 
and a/t some places the water was two 
feet deep. A lake more than a block 
square formed ori West Maple street 
near Ohio avenue and backed Into the 
yards of the people living In that lo¬ 
cality. Several hundred men at the 
cor works had to lie off on account 
of the rain, and what Is known ns the 
big freight shop, the water run through 
like a small-size river. Ohio Falls 
and Howard Park also suffered. There 
were no accidents reported.

They 
continued to swim until they were al¬ 
most exhausted, and some one hap¬ 
pened to think they could be rescued 
by cutting the fence and driving them 
out through the opening. A raft was 
improvised and the animals were 
saved.

SUIT OF MRS. MARY M. COLL 


MARRIED RICH MAN FOR 81.000 
AND NOW SEEKS SHARE 


OF ESTATE WORTH $200,000. 


An interesting cnee having many pe¬ 
culiar and unique feature* has been on 
trial In the Harrison Circuit Court be¬ 
fore Judge W. C. Utx. of New Albany, 
since Friday morning, and at the ad¬ 
journment last evening only a port of 
the testimony bed been introduced. 
Several days of the coming week will 
be occupied Jn completing the trial. 

The oasP Is that of Mrs. Mary M* 
Cole agalneft the estate erf David Cole, 
deceased, to recover her rights In the 
estate, as provided under the statutes 
of Indiana. This suit was brought In 
the Crawford Circuit Court at English 
and w^a» transferred 'to Harrison coun¬ 
try on s change of verm?. Two years 
ago David Cole, the wealthiest man, in 
Crnrwford ooun<y. Indiana, died, leaving 
an estate consisting of scores of farms, 
together with se-cvirltlea, bank stocks. 
Government bond*, notes, etc., aggre¬ 
gating tn value more titan $200,000. Aft¬ 
er his death It was ascertained that h? 
bad left his estate to his eight children, 
no provision having been made for his 
wife, to whom he was married a few 
years before. This neglect was ex¬ 
plained by the fact that when he mar¬ 
ried her they hod entered into an ante¬ 
nuptial contract, by the term* of which 
sire was to receive $1,000 besides* a few 
articles of personal property. Including 
a cow, and in consideration she waived 
all right to any part of hi* estate. 
Another will was discovered in & my«^- 
rlous manner, but It was not admitted 
to probate on account of the doubt en- 
tentaJned concerning Its genuineness. 

Mr. Cole was an extremely ececntrlc 
man and when he concluded to marry, 
being then over seventy years of age 
he cast his eyes about in the vicinity 
of his home and was attracted by sev¬ 
eral widows living near. To one of 
these he offered $1,000 If she would mar¬ 
ry him, hue she refused, pricing herself 
at $2,000. The old man would not stand . 
the raise, but made the offer of $1,000 j 
to the widow Breden. who. after brief 
consideration, accepted the proposal. 
They lived contentedly together until 
the death of the aged bridegroom. It 
was stated, after Mr. Cole’s death, that 
a son of the widow by a former mar¬ 
riage filed a claim against the estate 
for $195, claiming that the old man had 
agreed to give him $200, providing he 
would induce his mother to marry him 
and of this sum had paid him but $5. 

Cole made his start In life chopping 
cord wood for the steamers plying on 
the Ohio river. As soon as he had sav- 
^d a few hundred dollars, he Invested 
It in land and be continued supplying 
steamboats with wood and buying land 
until his holdings embraced many 
farms. He lived three miles from Leav¬ 
enworth. Crawford county, and It was 
stated that he could wntk from home 
to Leavenworth on his own soil. Among 
his possession* wus a fertile island In 
th~ Ohio at the mouth of the Blue river. 
Icontalnlng several hundred acres of 
land. This he gave to the congregafon 
of a Baptist church of Crawford county, 
with the provision that the property 
was not to be sold and the proceeds 
of Its rental or tillage applied to the 
uses of the congregation. Although 11 - 
literate, he wns extremely shrewd, and 
whlh* a close man of business, he was 
•rompt to assist any one In distress It 
vas said that included among th»* 

,{ hi* estate wen' f'>und notes of a face 
value of nearly $50,000. which he had 
oaned out In small sums during his 
long life and much of which was not 


worth the paper on which It was writ¬ 
ten. 

JAMES TUCKER’S BIG FAMILY. 

Southern Indiana Maq Hns 271 De¬ 
scendants In Patoka Township. 

The Tucker family, living In Patoka 
township, Crawford county, about sixty 
miles west of New Albany, 'would cer¬ 
tainly meet the approval of President 
Roosevelt. The head of the family, 
James Tucker, Sr., was born In Ken¬ 
tucky In 18X1, and he has resided In 
Crawford county since 1828. He was 
married In 1830 to Matilda Inlow, and 
twelve children were bom to the pair. 
The oldest daughter, Sarah, did not 
marry. The record of the others Is as 
follows: Jacob Tucker, two children, 
seventeen grandchildren and twenty- 
one gTcHit-grandchlldren; Jesse Tucker, 
three children and two grandchildren; 
Mrs. Alice Tucker Gillette, fourteen 
children, forty-one grandchildren and 
eleven great-grandchildren; Samuel 
Tucker, eleven children and thirty-six 
grandchildren; Susannah Tucker 
Bracken, ej^ children .tnd eleven gTand. 
children; nachel Tucker Stroad, eight 
children and five grandchildren; Nancy 
Tucker King, seven children and thir¬ 
teen grandchildren; Anna Tucker 
Knight, six children and twelve grand¬ 
children; Mary Tucker Adkins, eight 
children and ten grandchildren; Mar¬ 
garet Tucker, unmarried; Jomefc H. 
Tucker, ten children and five grand¬ 
children. The total descendants of the 
patriarch are twelve children, seventy- 
live grandchildren. 152 great-grandchil¬ 
dren and thirty-two g-reat-great-grand¬ 
children. Despite his advanced age. 
Mr. Tucker is still active, both men¬ 
tally and physically, and gives promise 
of rounding out a century of life. 

Mr. Tucker Is one of the original 
Democrats of Southern Indiana. He 
cast his first vote In 1832 for Andrew 
Jackson, and at the election In Novem¬ 
ber. 1904, he voted for Judge Alton B. 

During the period of seventy- 
two years that had Intervened since he 
attained his majority, he had voted for 
eighteen Democratic candidates for

The argument on the demurrer to the

B ERLIN, May 4.—Germany's war 
party Is a force which must be 
recognised and reckoned with In 
International politics, because 
it Is rapidly becoming one of the most 
potent political Influences In the Ger¬ 
man Empire. At present the German 
war party might Just as well be desig¬ 
nated by a more peaceful name, such 
the German Imperialist party, or the 
German Expansion party, since Its Im¬ 
mediate alms are rather preparations 
for war than the precipitation of hos¬ 
tilities with any other country. 

The most prominent member of the 
German war party Is the German Em¬ 
peror himself, who has far-reaching 
amhltions regarding the future of his 
oountry and of his dynasty. Long be¬ 
fore he came to the Imperial throne 
William II. was full of romantic Ideas 
of the future expansion of the German 
Empire. He la a man of vivid Imagine 
tion, and he sees visions of a future 
In which the German Empire will be 
the great world Power, enjoying pre¬ 
dominance and supremacy over all oth¬ 
er countries. Including those which are 
now superior to her In magnitude and 
strength. The Emperor’s whole sys¬ 
tem of government from the dky on 
which he ascended the German throne 
up to the present time has been one 
prolonged effort to Increase the prestige 
of the German Empire among the great 
Powers of the world, and to extend 
German Influences Into regions In 
which the German flag formerly was 
quite unknown. His naval policy, his 
Interference In China w-lth the mailed 
fist, the part he played In the Venezuel¬ 
an trouble, and all the other features 
of his foreign policy have been under¬ 
taken with a view to Increasing the In¬ 
ternational power of Germany.

ly convinced of their own identity with 
the Government of the country that 
they consider it their bounden duty to 
share the political belief* of ttiolr mon¬ 
arch. All branches of the civil service 
In Germany wear uniform* In order to 
Increase this feeling of solidarity wi4h 
the State iLself, so than every petty 
employe In the post-office or on the 
State railway* feel* that he ha* a large 
and Important chare In the control of 
public affairs. This sentiment 1*. of 
course, encouraged by the German 
Government, which hna thus, in addl-. 
tlon to the officers of the army and 
navy the whole force of thousands of 
St Ate officials, who ore responsible for 
all branch** of the administration of 
the country* on It* aide. 

The groan merchants and manufac¬ 
ture ns of Germany also sympathize 
with the policy of foreign expansion, 
not because they' are particularly pa¬ 
triotic, but because they look forward 
to a great Increase of German com¬ 
merce and industry as a result of the 
extension of the boundaries of the Ger¬ 
man empire. As a matleT of fact, the 
motive* of the majority of theses Ger¬ 
man imperialists are rather personal 
than patriotic. 

The German Emperor himself deslrf* 
the expansion of the German empire, 
not only because be believes tn th« 
mission of the Germs d race, but be¬ 
cause it will enhance the story* of the 
Hohenxollern dynasty The officers of 
the army and navy believe In imperial 
ex panel an, because they believe that a 
persistently aggressive policy will 
plunge Gesrmany into a war, by means 
of which they' themselves will gain 
glory and distinction In their respec¬ 
tive profession*. The gre«t body' of 
9tart* officials are Imperialists b oause 
the Government is imperialist. If the 
Government wore antl-Imperial 1st, they 
would also be anti-imperial 1st, The 
German aristocracy favors the policy of 
expansion more because the Emperor 
Is identified with this foreign policy 
than from any patriotic sentiment. 

In addition to these classes, how¬ 
ever. whose support of the Emperor's 
foreign policy' Is all the more reliable 
because It U bound up with their owm

NO CHANCE FOR THE AUTOMOBILE TO SUCCEED THE HORSE. 

Some Years Ago Manv Thought Him Doomed by Bicycle, Trolley and Motor Car, But He Is In Greater Demand To-day Than Ever. 


D E 8 PITE the many pessimistic 
predictions of a decade and a 
half ago, the horse is still with 
us. In fact* he Is a more Im¬ 
portant factor In American business 
life than ever before. 

When It was seen that the electric 
trolley car was bound to drive the 
horsecar off the rails, when the bicycle 
boom was on end the ''horseless car¬ 
riages’* began to be talked of, the news¬ 
papers were filled with gloomy articles 
about the future of the ^oble animal 
in America. 

Some of the “men who sit In cock¬ 
lofts and write brevier" were seized 
with the notion that the horse’s course 
was virtually run. The mystic electrical 
current, they felt sure, was destined to 
haul practically all the street cars, the 
light steel-wheeled steed, as they 
called the bicycle, was largely to dis¬ 
place the saddle horse; the new* road 
locomotives were soon to be perfected, 
and. In consequence, “the horse had to 
go.*’ 

This was especially true, they In¬ 
ferred, In the cities. In the country, 
where there ure no pavements, he 
would still be a necessity for some time 
to come. As dirt roads gave way to 
macadam, however, and the new self- 
movlng vehicles were perfected, the 
horse would be driven farther and 
farther away from the towns and intr 
the wilds of remote rural regions; there 
be might possibly survive permanently.

cottage. Another feature Is the nurs¬ 
ery building, given over entirely to 
children who are around the nge of five 
years Forty children can he accom¬ 
modated In this cottage at a time They 
have their own dining room, while the 
rest eat In one large hall, and when 
they go to the b-ach for their morning 
dip they are looked after with even 
more solicitude than the older chl ilt * n 
Yet all are closely watched during the 
bathing hour and, though the home 
has entertained* tens of thousands of 
little guests since Its Inception, there 
has never been one accident at the 
beach. 

Extensive as Is this particular char¬ 
ity, It has its healthy rivals.

Floating hos¬ 
pitals leave New York dally during 
the summer for a day down the bay for 
sick child and tired mother. Out of ev¬ 
ery big center excursion trains run the 
summer long, each with several hun¬ 
dred children aboard bound for a romp 


the effort to give back to the ailing 
little body the birthright of w'hlch It 
has been deprived. 

Fresh air for the children above all- 
then for the mothers. In Ne\y York, 
for example, there are some tw’enty-odd 
organizations which look after the 
mothers along wdth the children. Very 
few of the mothers are taken out of the 
city for a week at a stretch; they can¬ 
not be away from their work so long. 
So the popular thing with them Is the 
day excursion. One society, which has 
a summer home on the Atlantic coast, 
last year took nearly 20.000 mothers and 
their babies on day excursions. The or¬ 
ganisations which do keep mothers a 
week or more usually endeavor to get 
hold of convalescenta In this way 
they have undoubtedly kept many a 
young brood from being orphaned, for 
the slums In summer have proven fatal 
to many a poor woman w’ho was unable 
to escape from it after the dispose had 
left her body and the flght was oil for 
strength, that would not return under 
such adverse surroundings. 

One of the remarkable things about 
fresh air work is the really small 
amount of money needed to give a child 
a we*k In the country. Three dollars 
generally covers all expenses. A trip 
to country or seaslioTe for all day re¬ 
quires the expenditure of from twenty 
to fifty cents, according to the dlstanoe 
traveled. A certain New York charity 
which gave fresh air to 22,000 children 
and women last year did so at a total 
cost of 121.500 or l*as Own Il.tO to each 
person. Of these 22.000. considerably 
over half, had a w^ek in the country or 
down by tho seashore. This low cost 
p.*r head Is made possible In most 
fresh air societies because the officers 
work without salary.

Enthusiasm Shown. 

The enthusiasm with . which the 
project was welcomed W* evidenced by 
the fact that a* the next meeting, held 
on March 4, less than four weeks there¬ 
after. the comnvittees reported that 
subscriptions for building and malnten. 
anoe aggregating $27,740 had been se¬ 
cured, and that. In addition, thirty ap¬ 
plications to furnish rooms and beds 
had been received. 

On March 19. 1903. the Jewish Hos¬ 


pital Association was incopor&ted, and 
on May 6. 1903. the rfte. fronting 145 
feet on Kentucky e<rcot, and ICO feet 
In depth, wn« purchased. 

The preparation of the plans for the 
building was found to be a tedious and 
laborious matter, as the Board of Di¬ 
rectors had determined that the Build¬ 
ing Committee and the architect*. 
Messrs. D. X Murphy A Bro., should 
thoroughly Inform themeelvcs as to 
every' detail that would tend to make 
the hospital, when completed, perfect in 
Its construction and arrangement. For 
thte reason, the plans were not com¬ 
pleted and approved until September 8. 
The contracts were let In November. 
1903. and the corner-stone was laid De¬ 
cember 13, 1903. 

No work was done on the superstruc¬ 
tion until the spring of 1904, when it 
was again delayed for several months 
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The wards are 17 feet by 19 feet and 
the private rooms 11 feet by 13 ftet. 
The operating room Is 15 V* feet by 23S 
feet, sterilizing room H feet by 9 feet, 
find anesthesia room 14V* feet by 9 feet. 

The latest system of re-enforced con¬ 
crete fire-proof construitlon was ured, 
and the steam heating system Is be¬ 
lieved to he the best. The entire hos¬ 
pital has also been equipped with metal 
weather strip. From this It will be 
seen that nothing whatsoever that can 
conduce to the absolute safety, comfort 
and welfare of patients has been 
omitted. The same care has been exer¬ 
cised In the equipment, the hospital fur¬ 
niture being untlseptic and of similar 
character to that used by the largest 
and most modern hospitals In the Fast.

RICH MEN HAVE UNKNOW N MET HODS OF GIVING MILLIONS 

Favorite Charities of the Wealthy Take a Wide Range—Widener Home For Crippled Children— -S hiff Norse Settlement* 


S OME millionaire* give promiscu¬ 
ously for all kinds of deserving 
objects. Others confine their 
benefactions to a rather narrow 
range of charities, of which the public 
beans little. But there Is scarcely a 
xnlilonaire philanthropist who doe* not 
hare a favorite form of doing good with 
his wealth. Not that he doe* not rec¬ 
ognize that there are many ways of 
distributing his efforts, all of* them ef¬ 
fective. H* simply feels more strongly 
upon one subject than upon another. 
To some, the development of education 
appeals. .Other? are intensely interest¬ 
ed in uplifting the poor, and making 
their lives sunnier. Still other* devote 
much of their wealth to helping the 
pick and crippled. F»rms of philan¬ 
thropy are as numerous as the needs of 
the poor. 

Apart from the w^ll-known benefac¬ 
tion? of our millionaires, there are yet 
others little known to the public. The*e 
philanthropies are carried on unob¬ 
trusively. Usually th«*v are the pir- 
tlcular pride of their benefactors. 1 he 
Tren whose money has been fre»* -ly 
gtv-n to found and eustaTn them look 
upon them with paternal care. 

J. Pieipont Morgan ha?. It Ip need- 


lews to say. vaeta Interest*, and his 
philanthropies are many-sided. Now he 
Is presenting the American Museum of 
Art with some almost priceless collec¬ 
tion of art. and anon he is contributing 
to some want of the church*. But the one 
silent philanthropy upon which he con. 
oentxates most of his attention U the 
Lying-da Hospital. This Institution has 
an old record. The society which con¬ 
trol* It was founded In 1799, and among 
Its earlier directors were Alexander 
Hamilton and De Witt Clinton. 

Until a few yearn ago th* hospital 
building' was a modest and Inadequate 
one on Second avenue. New York Oily. 
Mr. Morgan quietly offered to build new 
quarter®, and asked the society to ac¬ 
cept a gift of $1,000,000 for the purpose. 
The governors of the hospital were both 
delighted and embarrassed. The gl\ 
was *uch a princely one that they did 
not see where the funds for the main¬ 
tenance of such a great building were 
to come from. At first they were dis¬ 
inclined to accept Mr. Morgan's gift. 
The society had no endowment what¬ 
ever, and they did not feel that they 
ought to take the risk of building a 
larger hospital without having an as¬ 
sured endowment. 

Mr. Morgan, however, promptly guar¬ 
anteed that he w’ould make good any 


deficits. The result was the erection 
at Second avenue and Seventeenth’ 
street of a magnificent hospital, which 

ranks as the most perfect of Its kind 
In the world. Every year it cares for 
almost 6.000 women. * Since the new 
building was opened Mr. Morgan's do¬ 
nations have been the mainstay of the 
hospital. He regularly visits It and 
keeps himself as much In touch with 
its affairs a? he does with the trans¬ 
actions of his office. No Important move 
is undertaken without his approval. 

Caring for crippled children Is the 
philanthropy whl#h pre-eminently ln- 


tunates is showm by the fact that the 
buildings are not only equipped with 
passenger ^levators, but also In many 
places with Inclined planes so as to 
make movements easier for the In¬ 
mates. 

James Speyer's extensive banking and 
railroad Interests are a heavy dral* 
upon his time and energy, but not s* 
much that he is not able to give cou¬

Between the methods of Andrew Car¬ 
negie and John D. Rockefeller th* re Is 
a difference. Mr. Uarnegle hold? to the 
theory that private fortune Is a publl< 
trust, and while he does not flnunt hi?, 
generosity he tnkes the public Into his 
confidence with the avowed Intention of 
awakening a spirit of emulation. Mr. 
Rockefeller has never publicly stated 
that It a man’s duty to die poor, and he 
holds, so fnr as he can. to the Scriptur¬ 
al Injunction of keeping the left harfd 
In Ignorance of what the right hand 1? 
doing. Mr. Rockefeller makes runny 
_ benefactions on condition that they 
shall not he made public. 

Mr. Carnegie*? donations of about 
$40,000,000 for public libraries h-nve ob¬ 
scured In the public mind hi? gl t? for 
other purposes. There a*e I s? known 
philanthropies In whkh he takes the 
keenest Interest. There is, for instance, 
the Institute for scientific research In 
Washington, D. C.. which with his gift 
of $10,000,000,1 Is enabled to carry on It? 
work more effectively than any similar 
Institution before. Mr. farnegle also

The home is 
surrounded by thirty-five acres of land, 
which will be ornately luid out. 

Mr. Widener'* purpose is threefold. 
He Intends to give crippled children 
•mother" care, to give them medical 
ind surgical treatment and to te.ich 
them hades so that when they ate 
discharged from the institution th?y 
will be fitted for s?lf-support. the 
home will be under the general direc¬ 
tion of a house **moth»-r," who will have 
assistant matron*. The trades taught 
will oe those adapted to the crippUs' 
llnthrlions, such a? truck rarming, 
market gardening, poultry raising and 
the culture of flowers. All cripples be¬ 
tween the ages of six and sixteen are 
rllglbls for admittance to the Widener 
home. That great thought has been 
riven to tho welfare of these unfor¬ 


siderable attention to the University 
Settlement on Rivtngton street. New 
York City. Mr. Speyer Is enthusiastic 
about the work carried on here. The 
University Settlement was started In 
1687 in small and modest room? on For¬ 
sythe street. Now. hugely owing to 
Mr. Speyer’s backing It has a cip.tcious 
building at the cornei of Ktvmgion and 
Eldridge streets. 

The work of the University Settle¬ 
ment Is to nfTorel moral, social. Intel¬ 
lectual and esthetic opportunities for 
the poor of the Bast Side. The Settle¬ 
ment Is In the heart of a neighborhood 
which swarms with the desperately 
poor, living In the stretch after stretch 
of forbidding tenement houses. In each 
of many of these tenements from 106 
to 20« »>ersons live. The rooms of the 
average tenement are small and mean 
and epresslng beyond conception. 
Their homes are often so unattractive 
that children take to the street for 
amusement and are apt to associate 
with bad companions and wltnc.v 
*o*rcs catculut< 1 to pervert their finer 

mobilities and s:art them on the 
downward path. 

The University Settlement ho? intro¬ 
duced into this congested district n per¬ 
ceptible moral, social and intellectual 
Influence. It has become a great power 
for good. It? workers are grad antes of 
universities who feel a deep Attachment 
to their work. There Is. first of all. the 
kindergarten, which develop? those nec¬ 
essary tr*lots for a true child—playful¬ 
ness. spontaneity and imagination—and 
which ImplanU the first rudiment* of 
an education. A rending room and cir¬ 
culating library provide* children with 
book?. There are elasses In hygiene,' 
cooking, drawinn. embroidery, music, 
literature, gymnasium exercise, danc¬ 
ing. sewing, history and other 
branches. Rntei talnments are fre¬ 
quently given for the poor of the neigh¬ 
borhood. Children's and young people's 
clubs are encouraged. In the summer 
the. Settlement gives excursions to out- 
of-town places and distributes flowers. 
Attached to the Settlement there is a 
branch office of the Provident Loan 
Society, through which th<* poor can se¬ 
cure loan* at a minimum cost sihe 
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loans of this branch amount to over 
1600.000 a year. 

Not far from the University Settle¬ 
ment is n similar Institution—the 
Nurses' Settlement, at 145 Henry street. 
This Is the favorite philanthropy of 
Joseph II. Schfff. Mr. SchlfT’s vast 
wealth - estimated at from $50,000,000 to 
< *> 0 . 000 — has enabled him t*» dei 

the Nurse?' Settlement Into one of the 
finest Institutions of It* kind in the 
country. A particular feature of the 
Nunses* Settlement Is professional nurs¬ 
ing In the neighborhood and u small 
dispensary service, but In addition 
there are kindergartens, reference li¬ 
braries. reading and study rooms, danc¬ 
ing and cooking classes, fresh-alr ex¬ 
cursions and penny provident funds. 
Mr. Schlff I? Intensely engrossed In so¬ 
cial work. Only recently he gave $100,- 
000 to endow n chair of Social Work at 
Columbia University. 

Henry Phipps the Pittsburg million¬ 
aire. recently received many enconlums 
for giving a fund of $1,000,000 with 
which to build n ' •! teo^nnont houses 
In New York » ’ But what mlrht 

well he termed n fa: more valuable con¬ 
tribution to human.ty is Icsh known. 
This 1? the Henry Phipps Institute for 
the study, treatment and prevention of 
tuberculosis. The main institute Is lo¬ 
cated nt White Haven. In the Adiron¬ 
dack*. The institute is but a year old. 
but It Is fully recognised that It* w.»rk 
ho* been one of magnitude, both scien¬ 
tifically and phllanthropically. 
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War On the White Plague. 

Tuberculo*!* hn» been aptly termed 
"the great white plague." Mr. Phipps 
1* doing his utmost, eo far as resources 
count, to encourage the scientific study 
and cure of this devastating disease. 
The Institute treats hundreds of case* 
and every case Is minutely reported in 
the records. The records of the first 
year’s work are ten octavo volume* of 
about 1,000 page* each. These records 
contain Important scientific data of 
grout value to tho profes* o.i. 


As one of the maJn objects of the Insti¬ 
tute is to disseminate knowledge of the 
subject, these data are open to the 
world's use. The Institute treats pa¬ 
tients without regard to race, creed or 
color. Many of the patients have been 
cured at the White Haven Sanitarium. 

Some people think that John D. Rock¬ 
efeller gives most of his money to the 
University of Chicago. It may be re¬ 
marked parenthetically that o larger 
part of hi? donated millions have gone 
to the Bush Medical College, which is 
attached to the University of Chicago. 
Mr. Rockefeller contributes somewhat 
to Young Men’s Christian Associations 
In various ptaces and to the Salvation 
Army Apart from the University of 
Chicago, however, his pet philanthropy 
Is the West Side Neighborhood Hour*, 
at Tenth avenue and Fiftieth street. 
New York City. This la an Institution 
which Is to the West Side very much 
what the University Settlement la to
